To the Citizens of Boxford: 

As Agent of the above named Bureaus, I present the 
following report: 

The total expenditures in these departments during 1947 
were as follows: Under O.A.A. $9,473.69 of this amount 
$2,123.69 was paid from money received in Federal Grants, 
the other $6,350.00 being paid from money appropriated by 
the town. Reembursements were received by Federal and 
State in the amounts of $4,570.18 and $3,694.00, respectively. 
The balance of $1,209.51 constitutes the actual cost paid by 
the town. 

Under A.D.C. $1,282.00 was expended, $1,125.55 of 
which was contributed by the town.

THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has had an active year. Aomng 
the many problems considered that affect the welfare of the 
town, the matter of improvements to school facilities received 
_ earnest consideration. The board met twice with the members 
of the school committee, and as a result voted to approve cer- 
tain recommendations of that committee for improvement 
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of the heating and lighting of the Aaron Wood School. At 
the special Town Meeting at which this matter was considered 
the school committee apparently felt it was best not to submit 
these recommendations to the town, so the planning board 
supported motions which were adopted and which they be- 
lieve would satisfactorily answer the need for better heat and 
light at the Aaron Wood Schocl. This work kas since been 
done. 

Considerable thought and study has been given t ofuture 
school building and equipment requirements of the town. 
The planning board believes that an adequate central school 
is the logical development and will eventually come. However, 
this project seems impractical at the present time for many 
reasons, so the board is in favor of making the minimum es- 
sential additions to present facilities so that proper educa- 
tional requirements may be met. We urge the town, however, 
to keep in mind that present building costs are high and our 
building program should not go beyond the extent required 
to give reasonably adequate facilities. 

At the last annual meeting the town voted almost unani- 
mously to adopt a building code. As a certified copy of a 
record vote was not submitted to the Attorney-General’s 
office, this building code was not approved. The planning 
board is therefore presenting it again this year for the con- 
sideration of the town. 

We are also submitting a bylaw which provides for the 
appointment of a finance committee, and requires the sub- 
mission to them of all articles in town warrants involving ap- 
propriation of money. The General Laws require us to have 
such a committee, and we recommend that the town adopt 
this bylaw. 

Our Zoning Bylaw has been in operation more than eigh- 
teen months and we feel that it has played a vital part in the 
preservation of values in the town as well as helping to keep 
it the kind of town in which we all want to live.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 1947 


In 1947 contagious diseases reported to the Board of 
Health were as follows: Nine cases of Chicken Pox, eight of 
Dog Bite, two each of Whooping Cough and Scarlet Fever, 
and one each of undulent fever and mumps. 

Several cases were also investigated where no report was 
received. 

The Public Dump on Spoftord Road has been improved 
during the year and many citizens have made use of it. 

In 1948 we hope to have an adequate sign placed at the 
junction of Ipswich and Spofiord Road to aid those not al- 
ready familiar with the location. 

Four recreational camps were inspected, the water 
analized and permits issued under the provisions of Chapter 
140, as amended by Chapter 41 6, Acts of 1939. 

Seven milk dealers’ permits, two store ilcenses and one 
ice cream mix license were issued. 

Upon application, samples were taken from five private 
water supplies, analized and reports sent to the owners.

As Inspector of Animals for the year ending Dec. 31, 1947, 
I submit the following report: 

The annual inspection of barns and animals is still in 
effect by order of the Massachusetts Division of Live Stock 
Disease Control. However, the number of farm animals in 
Boxford has decreased considerably from the number inspected 
in years past. Nevertheless it is necessary to visit all farms 
wherejny live stock isjept. 

The work of the year has been largely the routine check- 
ing on tag numbers and test records of cattle brought in from 
some other state. This checking applies not only to cattle 
brought in for dairy purposes but also those brought in to 
slaughter.

The Selectmen present the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1947. 

The usual amount of Chapter 81 money has been spent 
for maintenance of the secondary roads which included re- 
shaping, gravel patching and resurfacing some black-top 
sections. 

Under Chapter 90 Maintenance $1,500.00 was used for 
resurfacing Washington Street which is a Chapter 90 highway. 

Under Chapter 90 Construction another section of George- 
town Road has been rebuilt and oiled which extends the im- 
proved road nearly to Boxford village. 

Complying with the vote at the last annual Town Meeting 
a section of Lake Shore Road was rebuilt and a black-top 
surface applied. 

During the year the bridge on Towne Road as explained 
and several new timbers added. 

Owing to the constant increase in traffic on State Route 
133, Washington Street, it seemed wies to ask the State and 
County to allocate money for the improvement of the very 
dangerous curve northeasterly from West Boxford village. 
This plan was agreeable to the State and County authorities 
who have set aside the sum of $11,250.00 for this project. 

In accordance with a vote of the town the Selectmen 
have acquired for use as a fire house the Paradis Shop for the 
sum of $600.00. Sufficient repairs have been made, mostly 
by volunteer labor of the firemen, to house the fire truck in 
the building. 

The interior of Lincoln Hall was refinished and now pre- 
sents a very attractive appearance. The labor for this im- 
provement was contributed by emmbers of the Legion Post. 

The Selectmen wish to express their gratitude for these 
very generous contributions and for the cooper ation received 
from all departments of the town.

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SCHOOL REPORT 
Boxford, Massachusetts, 1947 


Our schools have a total enrollment this year of 110, 
sixty-six pupils at the Aaron Wood School and forty-four 
pupils at the Gardner Morse School. There are also thirty-one 
Boxford pupils in attendance at various neighboring High 
Schools as approved by your committee and the State Board 
of Education. It will be seen from this census that our school 
population has increased materially during the last year. 

There were no changes in personnel during the year 1947. 
However, the School Committee accepted with regret the 
resignation of Mrs. Natalie Parsons at the close of the year. 

During the summer and early fall the Community House 
was remodeled for the purpose of use as a temporary school. 
Adequate plumbing was installed and the pupils of the first 
three grades began using this building immediately following 
the Thanksgiving vacation. There was some difflculty about 
heating the building at first, but that situation has been fairly 
well straightened out. With the opening of the Community 
House it has been possible to place the fourth, fifth and sixth 
grades in one room, and the seventh and eighth in the other; 
thus materially lightening the burden of the teachers and aid- 
ing the students in the increased amount of tiem and atten- 
tion which each receives. 

At a special town meeting held in November, 1947 an 
appropriation was made for the heating and lighting of the 
Aaron Wood School. During the Christams vacation fiuores- 
cent lights were installed. The heating committee consists of 
Mrs. Warren Chadwick, Mr. Burton Shaw, Mr. Harry Trask 
and Mr. Paul Knowles. Arrangements were made for the 
purchase and installation of an oil burner at the Gardner 
Morse School. The burner was put into operation at the Chris- 
mas recess. 

During the year Mrs. Teresa Plummer who had long and 
faithfully discharged her duties as school nurse retired. 

In submitting the budget for the coming year therb has 
been an appreciable increase over the last year’s figure. This 
is caused by increases in salaries for our teachers, additional 
janitorial services and additional cost of transportation. The 
total expenses of our schools during the past year were $26,- 
245.49 of which $7,406.38 was reimbursed by the State. 

At the request of the group of interested parents, Dr. 
John J. Desmond, Jr., Commissioner of State Education, has 
been asked to make a survey of the Boxford Schools, and to 
inform the Committee of any suggestions which might im- 
prove the caliber of our teaching. 

Attention is called to the reports of the Superintendent 
of Schools, Supervisor of Art, Supervisor of Music, School 
Physician and School Nurse.

School Committee 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1947. 

Each of the past few years I have called your attention 
to the acute teacher shortage and the necessity of increasing 
salaries in order to retain competent teachers and procure 
equally competent replacements. While we were fortunate 
in having but one teaching vacancy during the past year even 
the loss of one teacher is a serious matter. The lack of trans- 
portation facilities together with the fact that there are no 
known homes in which a teacher can be placed whowo uld be 
required to remain in town during the week, adds to the dif- 
ticulties involved in securing teachers under present condi- 
tions. Your superintendent would be pleased te learn of some 
home where a teacher might procure board and room. 

The enrolment in our schools has increased as anticipated. 
We may expect that the entering classes during the next few 
years will continue to be larger than heretofore. To meet 
this increased enrolment the use of the Community House as 
a lower grade classroom has made it possible to have a maxi- 
mum of three grades per room in the section of the town with 
the greater enrolment. While certain improvements have 
been made in the Community House to meet needs for class- 
room use, the use of this building should be considered as a 
temporary means of solving our schoolhouse problem. 

The condition of textbooks in our schools is reasonably 
good, several new sets of books having been provided during 
the year. Delays in delivery of supplies and fill-in books are 
not as frequent as during the war years. With our increasing 
enrolment and the resulting increased need for fill-in books 
it is gratifying to observe this improvement in delivery con- 
ditions. 

The progress of the pupils in our schocls continue on a 
high level. The record of Boxford pupils attending High 
School compares favorably with the record of other pupils 
attending those same schools. While the quality of work done 
by individuals varies it must be remembered that aptitudes 
and capacities of individuals also very and that all pupils 
cannot attain an honor grade. Lists of high randing pupils 
attending adjoining High Schools attest to the large percent- 
age of Boxford pupils who are doing work considerally better 
than average. 

Several improvements were made in our buildings during 
the past year. The instalation of new lights at the Aaron- 
Wood School together with the refinishing of the ceilings and 
upper walls in the classrooms has done much to eliminate eye 
strain. Other improvements made during the year include 
instalation of an oil burner at the Morse School and resurfac- 
ing of desks in the upper-grade room at the Wood School. 

With the assistance of several interested parents play- 
ground facilities at the Aaron-Wood School have been con- 
siderably expanded. Additional athletic supplies have been 
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provided to insure use of these added facilities. 

Since the progress of our boys and girls can be best pro- 
moted through the cooperative etorts of the parent, teacher, 
committee members and superintendent, I wish to express my 
appreciation to all who have cooperated during the past year 
in furthering educational opportunities in Boxford.

I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Music for 
the year ending December 31, 1947. 

The regular work in music has proceeded as usual, we 
continue to divide the lower grade room of each building into 
two and three groups for closer individual attention. A course 
of study is followed for each grade as closely as possible where 
more than one grade is working together, always working 
toward the ultimate end that each child may read and carry 
his or her own part without help. A greater understanding of 
music leads to a greater appreciation of it, thereby enriching 
the every day lives of the pupils. 

In June both rooms of the Aaron Wood School presented 
operettas at the Town Hall. The first four grades assisted by 
grades five and six presented “‘Rumpelstiltskin.’’ This oper- 
etta is based on the fairy tale and the words are set to folk 
tunes of many different countries with some of the instru- 
mental music by Wagner. The upper grades presented the 
well known Gilbert and Sullivan operetta H. M. 8. Pinafore. 
Both performances were given before appreciative audiences. 
The scenery for these operettas was made by the pupils under 
the direction of Msr. Osman. 

At Christmas time the pupils of the Morse School pre- 
sented their annual program, a Christmas Pageant, with reci- 
tations and carols. 

In closing may I say that it means a great deal to the 
supervisor to have the co-operation of the room teacher. It 
is through their constant daily drill that our aims are at- 
tained.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sirs: 


I herewith submit my report as school nurse in the Box- 
ford schools from September to December 1947, supplementing 
previous reports the first six months of Mrs. Plummer’s work 
as school nurse. 

At the start of the school term all children were given 
thorough physical examinations by Dr. Lois Rogers. The 
yearly routine examinations revealed the following: 

Enlarged tonsils & adenoids 
Enlarged glands 

Feet 

Number with defective vision 
Number of defective eyes corrected 

No diphtheria work has been done this year. Immuniza- 
tions were started in November 1946 and the last inoculation 
administered in January 1947. 

The new schedule in diphtheria inoculations is to omit the 
Schick testing and give every pupil in the school system who 
has never had serum, three inoculations. All who have been 
inoculated will receive a booster shot every second year. 


TETANUS 


During the month of June, tetanus anti-toxin was given 
to pupils for protection from cuts or puncture wounds. 
Danger of tetanus infection cannot be minimized. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The patch test for tuberculosis was conducted in Decem- 
ber with nearly 100% participation from the fifth, sixth, 
seventh, and eighth grades. <A total of 20 tests were given 
with 5 positive and 15 negative reactions. The positive cases 
will be X-rayed without cost by the Essex Co. Health Asso- 
ciation. 

I wish to thank the teachers, pupils, parents, and school 
physician, for their interest and cooperation play a large part 
in maintaining a high standard of school health.

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 


Article 3. To hear and act on the reports of the Town

Article 2. Voted to pass over this article without action. 


Article 3. Voted to accept the report of the Planning 
Board and the School Committee as printed. 


Article 4. Voted to adopt the budget as amended— 
$200.00 to Tree Warden, $500.00 to Fire Warden, and $5,000.- 
00 to Snow Removal (see additional increase under article 
23.) 


Article 5. Voted to appropriate the sum of $2000.00 for 
the Maintenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be 
transferred from the Road Machinery Fund.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


In compliance with the By-laws of the town, the Select- 
men present the following report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1948: 


In the Highway Department for Chapter 81 Maintenance 
the State contributed $12,375.00 and the town appropriated 
$2,750.00. The total of $15,125.00 was spent under the direc- 
tion of the engineers from the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works for the maintenance of secondary roads. 


The town raised $2,000.00 and the State reimbursed $1,- 
000.00 for maintenance of Chapter 90 highways. Of this $3.- 
000.00 expenditure, $1,903.40 was used to stone surface a 
section of Killam Hill Road which is a part of Route 97 and 
the balance of $1,096.60 oil surfaced a section of Washington 
Street, Route 133. 


The sum of $14,800.00 was made available under Chap- 
ter 90 Construction for the relocation and reconstruction of 
a section of Washington Street between Main Street and 
Willow Road. The State contributes $7,400.00, the County 
$3,700.00 and $3,700.00 was appropriated by the town. For 
this relocation, deeds for 50,520 feet of land and easements 
for 16,100 feet were procured from abutting owners as fol- 
lows:

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THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has had an active year. 


The Zoning By-Law received its severest test in the suit 
of the town against the Topsfield Sand and Gravel Co. for 
failure to observe the regulations of the By-Law. The Build- 
ing Inspector, several members of the Planning Board and 
many interested citizens of the town testified at hearings 
held in Haverhill and as a result of their testimony the tem- 
porary injunction restraining the defendents from further 
operations contrary to the By-Law was made permanent. In- 
asmuch as the defendents tried to prove that the Zoning 
By-Law was improperly adopted and therefore ineffective, 
it is a source of great satisfaction to the Planning Board thus 
to have the By-Law upheld by the courts. The Planning 
Board wishes to take this opportunity to congratulate the 
Building Inspector for the efficient discharge of his duties 
under the Zoning By-Law, and especially for his effective 
stand in the afore mentioned instance. 


During the year hearings have been held on several 
petition to amend the Zoning By-Law, and the Planning 
Board has requested that an article be inserted in the war- 
rant for the annual town meeting in regard to one of these 
petitions, namely that to change the regulations applying to 
private landing fields. It is hoped that the town will give this 
matter their thoughtful consideration. 


The Planning Board recommends that the subject mat- 
ter of the other petitions be considered at a special town 
meeting to be called for that purpose, as it is felt that the an- 
nual town meeting will not allow sufficient time to give these 
matters the full consideraton that their importance merits. 


We feel that the first few years under the Zoning-By- 
Law and the Building Code have amply justified their adop- 
tion by the town, and we recommend that the town give its 
most careful consideration to any and all proposals to amend 
them.

The Libray is open every Thursday and Saturday after- 
noon. From May to October, the Library was open on Tues- 
day evenings. Mrs. Winthrop P. Haynes very kindly gave 
her services as librarian on these evenings. 

Twenty-eight Five-Book State Reading Certificates and 
two Honor Certifiicates were awarded last year to the pupils 
of the Aaron Wood School. 

As usual one-half of the dog license money was given to 
the Library Associaton as well as one-half of the $400.00 vot- 
ed to the libraries at the Annual Town Meeting. This money 
was very gratefully received by the Trustees and has been 
used for the expenses of the library. 

During the year 366 books have been purchased. The 
total book collection is now 9,558. 

The circulation of books has been 3,674 for the year. This 
figure does not include the circulation of books which have 
been placed in the three rooms of the Aaron Wood School. 
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There has been increasing interest in the 28 magazines 
to which the Library regularly subscribes. 

The exhibition case has been in use throughout the year. 
Several exhibits were borrowed from the Children’s Muse- 
um, Jamaica Plain. An interesting exhibit of material from 
the islands of the Pacific was loaned by Mr. F. Carlisle Gard- 
ner. At present there is a collection of mounted birds loaned 
by Mr. Winthrop P. Haynes.

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The Annual Report of the School Committee for the year 
ending December 31, 1948 is hereby submitted: 


At the special Town Meeting held last autumn, the school 
problems were discussed together with the report of the sur- 
vey made by two recognized experts in the field of elemen- 
tary and secondary public school education. The voters of 
the town expressed themselves in favor of the reeommenda- 
tion of the survey, which provided, (1) a transfer of the Box- 
ford High School and seventh and eighth grade pupils to the 
Town of Andover, which provides a high school and junior 
high school adjoining; (2) the shuttling of West Boxford and 
East Boxford pupils so as to combine two grades to each 
teacher; and (3) to provide for kindergarten facilities. 


Your committee, having been instructed to prepare de- 
finite recommendations to be submitted to this regular Town 
Meeting, has given considerable studyat to all three aspects of 
this reeommendation. 


Due to the over-population of the schools in the East 
Precinct of the town, we have been temporarily using the 
Community House as a school building in conjunction with 
the Aaron Wood School. We have asked for and have been 
granted by the town sufficient money to renovate it for use 
on a temporary basis. Because of the fact that it was tem- 
porary, we have purposely kept renovations at a minimum. 
The Community House has served its purpose, but has never 
been intended nor would it be satisfactory as a permanent 
part of our school system. 


As indicated in the survey report, three alternatives 
presented themselves; namely, a new and central school 
building within the town; renovations and enlargements to 
both existing school buildings; or the transfer to Andover as 
recommended by the men who made the survey. The opinion 
of the Committee, which was apparently supported by the 
vote at the special town meeting, was that a central school 
was of prohibitive cost, particularly at this time, since avail- 
able rough estimates approximated $200,000; also it left a 
problem of transportation and teachers. We examined the

possibilities of additions to the present school buildings, and 
found that any adequate construction in the Aaron Wood 
School would run to a minimum of $35,000 and probably 
more, with a problem less urgent but eventually just as ex- 
pensive in the west precinct; and this would not leave room 
for a smaller number of grades per teacher or for special 
teaching classes to a much greater extent than at present. 


Following up the recommendation and vote, the Com- 
mittee has investigated the possibilities at Andover. By send- 
ing the seventh through twelfth grades there, we do of course 
encounter some transportation problems, and the original 
radical change may disturb many. However, the educational 
facilities offered there are of the best standing; and we feel 
that the transportation problem can be solved without undue 
discomfort to anyone. Most important of all, the absorption 
of our seventh and eighth grades into the Andover system 
will solve our own congestion problem for some time to 
come, and thereby eliminate any expensive construction in 
the near future. At the same time we can thereby save a full 
time teacher and abandon the Community House. The Com- 
mittee has therefore requested and received from the An- 
dover School Board an acceptance of our seventh through 
twelfth grade pupils to that town, beginning in September, 
1949. At a conference of our Committee with the Andover 
Committee, we gathered that the Committee was entirely 
willing to receive us; with the only condition that they 
should feel free to discontinue this arrangement if at some 
future date their schools should become so crowded that our 
pupils meant the difference between some new construction 
and none. 


With regard to the second recommendation, the Com- 
mittee is cognizant of some opposition from parents to the 
transfer of the children from one end of town to the other 
due to the distance travelled and the time spent on the road, 
and we have of course considered the additional expense of 
transportation. On the other hand, we have been desirous of 
securing the advantage of a smaller number of grades per 
teacher, which according to all expert opinion seems to 
make for better educational results, and was stressed as de- 
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sirable in the survey report. Our decision has been to modify 
the survey recommendation and to provide for the shuttling 
of the third through sixth grades only, thereby leaving the 
first and second grades where they are, nearest their homes, 
but moving all of the third and fourth grades to one school 
and the fifth and sixth grades to the other; in this way our 
four remaining regular teachers will each have two grades. 
This will involve some additional transportation costs, but 
we believe that the buses in returning from the Andover 
trip can plan their routes to make a minimum of extra mile- 
age and time. 


The combination of these two plans leaves the first two 
grades where they are, the third through sixth grades pro- 
vided for within the town in a system of two grades to a 
teacher, and the seventh grade upward through high school 
provided for in Andover where they will enjoy facilities at 
least as good as are available in this vicinty. The saving of a 
teacher and abandonment of the Community House as a 
school will balance off a part of the additional cost of tuition 
and transportation. 

As for the expense, your Committee in conferring with 
the Finance Committee roughly computed the cost of the 
new arrangement, when put in complete operation over a 
full year, as representing an increase of about $6,000 per year 
over the 1948 costs. We have learned since that under the 
new laws the entire increase in transportation costs will be 
reimbursed by the Commonwealth, so that the net addition- 
al cost to the town will be nearer $4,000. 

We feel, first, that the advantages in educational facili- 
ties for the children are well worth the expense; second, that 
as an alternative the town would be faced very soon with 
the expenditure of a sum of money for construction or re- 
novation of our own schools which would mean at least as 
great an increase in the annual budget in order to care for 
our most urgent needs. 

The third recommendation, in regard to the establish- 
ment of kindergarten facilities, has also been given careful 
study. It became immediately apparent to the Committee 
that the kindergarten would involve either the establish- 
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ment of one kindergarten with one teacher in one end of 
town, or separate kindergartens with separate teachers, one 
in each end of town. Either alternative seemed to present 
considerable difficulty. Both involve at least one additional 
teacher, thereby losing the saving we had made by the ar- 
rangement with Andover. The Morse School might con- 
ceivably, without prohibitive expense, be made to house a 
kindergarten in the basement room; but that plan would in- 
volve the transportation of the East Boxford children to the 
West Boxford School, and home again, presumably, at noon 
with not only the objection of having extremely young child- 
ren travelling considerable distance, but also a staggering 
addition to our already difficult transportation problem. The 
alternative of separate kindergartens, of one kindergarten in 
the east precinct, would involve what the Committee found 
were surprisingly expensive renovations in the Aaron Wood 
School; it would be necessary to construct an entirely new 
room at that school, thereby casting us back into the con- 
struction problems which led us to reject the alternative of 
renovating our present schools in the beginning. 


To expend considerable money in renovating the build- 
ings and hiring teachers seemed to the committee to be in- 
consistent with the plan of sending the children to Andover 
in order to avoid just this. For this reason, coupled with a 
consciousness of the already mounting budget and tax rate, 
the Committee have decided to postpone action in respect to 
the establishment of a kindergarten at least for the present, 
and do so recommend. 


The question was also brought up at the special town 
meeting regarding the possibility of a Regional High School 
to be established through the cooperation of neighboring 
towns. The Committee has met and discussed this matter 
with the Regional Committee of the town of Topsfield, and 
find that the towns of Middleton, Manchester, Hamilton, 
Topsfield, Boxford, Essex and Wenham have been contacted 
and are interested in such a project. Other towns such as 
Groveland, Georgetown, Rowley and Rockport have been 
mentioned as possible participators. Any group of two or 
more might of course combine without the rest. 
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Obvously, the distance between the towns interested, 
plus the ever-present difficulty of arriving at complete and 
reasonably permanent agreement between several indepen- 
dent towns with divergent populations and interests, renders 
the possibility of a Regional High School at least a few years 
away. However, with the idea that in future years a plan 
might be worked out whereby we and a few of our neigh- 
boring towns might have a first-class high school of our own 
on a cooperative basis with each town having a voice in its 
management and policies, we recommend that the town au- 
thorize the School Committee or a special committee to con- 
tinue a study of the matter and to cooperate with similar 
committees of neighboring towns towards the accomplish- 
ment of such a plan. 

For reports of other aspects of the schools, we invite 
your attention to the Superintendent’s and other special re- 
ports contained in this town report.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as Superintendent of 
Schools for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

During the past year there have been several changes 
in the teaching staff in our schools. In January Rev. Ray- 
mond Putnam was appointed to substitute for Mrs. Gladys 
MacPherson during her illness. When Mrs. MacPherson re- 
turned to her position, Mr. Putnam was continued for the 
balance of the school year in the intermediate position left 
vacant by the resignation of Mrs. Natalie Parsons. In Sep- 
tember Mrs. Ruth Morin, a Normal School Graduate with 
several years teaching experience, became the teacher of 
these grades. 

In June, Mrs. Doris Currier, our Supervisor of Music, re- 
signed. The operettas presented by boys and girls under the 
direction of Mrs. Currier will long be remembered as splen- 
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did productions. Miss Andronike Mekelatos of Lowell and 
Boston was elected to succeed Mrs. Currier. Miss Mekelatos 
is a Lowell Teachers College graduate with previous ex- 
perience as Music Supervisor. 


The condition of our school buildings is reasonably sat- 
isfactory for ordinary classroom purposes. The whitening 
of the ceilings at the Morse School has added to the effect- 
iveness of the light distribution to the pupils’ benefit. In- 
sulation of the Morse School during the winter of 1948 
should result in a decreased expenditure for fuel. 

The condition of text books was greatly improved dur- 
ing the year through the purchase of new Geography books 
for two grades, new Language books for several grades, sev- 
eral sets of supplementary readers and such replacements 
and fill-ins as were required to meet the needs of the in- 
dividual grades. 

In the Spring of 1948 a group from the Department of 
Education of the Commonwealth visited the schools of Box- 
ford, examining buildings, teacher’s programs, records, con- 
versing with the teachers and observing the work carried on 
in our schools. While the report of the visitation of these of- 
ficials was on the whole complimentary, our attention was 
called to the fact that we lacked those facilities for our upper 
grade pupils which a good Junior High School offers. 

Following the visitation of State Officials, Dean Davis of 
Boston University and Mr. Ralph McLeary, Superintendent 
of Schools at Concord, Massachusetts made a survey of our 
building situation at the request of a committee formed by 
a vote of the town. The report of Dean Davis and Mr. Mc- 
Leary was in harmony with observations of the State Offi- 
cials. The recommendaton of Dean Davis and Mr. McLeary 
that we tuition our seventh and eighth grade to a Junior 
High School in order that they may have the advantages a 
broader program of studies offers has been adopted by the 
Committee and arrangements have been made with the 
Town of Andover for both our Junior High School and 
Senior High School pupils to attend school in that town in 
another year. 

The tuitioning of our seventh and eighth grade pupils 
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to Andover will make possible the closing of the Community 
House as a school and the organization of our schools so that 
there will be only two grades per room. 

In closing, may I express my appreciation to the teach- 
ers, committee members and citizens for their cooperation 
during the past year.

Also it would seem desirable to suggest that a tetanus 
toxoid program be started in the Boxford schools. This is 
wise in a country town but is not as yet a state sponsored 
program.

I hereby submit my second annual report as school 
nurse in the town of Boxford.

Other defects of a minor nature are always uncovered 
each year, but they are more easily overcome. 

Diphtheria inoculations were given last fall with practic- 
ally every child being immunized. This is a very essential 
precaution. There have been no cases of serious contagious 
diseases. 

The usual eye examinations reveal that all children with 
defective eyesight are receiving proper care. 

The cooperation of the teachers is of great importance 
in carrying out a sound school health program.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE FOR 1948 


This is the first Report of a Boxford Finance Committee, 
and therefore the time to express to the Town our apprecia- 
tion of the opportunity afforded us to be of service in this 
capacity. We look upon this assignment not only as one to 
save the taxpayers money, but also to make suggestions for 
improvements such as will effect the living conditions in this 
Town of which we are citizens. With these aims in mind and 
your support results will be obtained. 


Your Finance Committee have examined the Budget as 
prepared by the Board of Selectmen for the year 1949 in 
consultation with that Board, and it has our approval. Where 
it appeared desirable we have held hearings with depart- 
ment heads, and the results of these hearings are commented 
upon in this Report. Where savings could be effected the 
amount suggested for 1949 has been reduced from the fig- 
ures shown for 1948. It is recommended that the appropria- 
tion for Town Treasurer be increased to $400.00 to compen- 
sate for increased expenses in carrying out the duties of that 
office. A hearing was held with the Collector of Taxes, Mr. 
Pearl. Mr. Pearl felt that the vote of the Town, settling his 
salary at 3% of his collections had not anticipated the rapid 
increase in Tax Rate which would have made his salary in 
excess of $1,800.00 for the year 1948, was too generous; he 
has therefore cut his salary to $1,200.00 for 1948 and has 
agreed with the Finance Committee to continue his services 
to the Town for a fixed salary of $1,200.00 per year, which 
change has provided for in an Article of the Town Meeting 
Warrant, and its adoption is reeommended. 


Tree Warden, Moth Superintendent. Mr. Noyes met 
with this Committee and presented his needs for 1949, his 
work and its results were discussed at length, the amounts 
he considered necessary to operate with were approved and 
appear in the Budget. 


School Department. The School Committee presented 
their budget for 1949. This Department has planned changes 
in conducting classes and transportation of scholars for the 
next several years, with which we assume you are familiar. 
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The School Committee are privileged to submit their bud- 
get and the Town MUST furnish the funds accordingly. The 
Finance Committee may approve, which they have done in 
this case, but we do feel that there are certain features we 
should point out to the Town. The Budget for 1949 calls for 
an increase in appropriation for this department of about 
$5,000.00, which is quite a jump. As the change in method 
of conducting the schools does not become effective until 
September of 1949, the before-mentioned increase does not 
represent a true picture, and at our request the School Com- 
mittee estimated what the full annual cost of this new system 
to the Town will be in 1950, and the estimated result made 
on a conservative basis, shows an increase over the 1948 
Budget of about $8,000.00. At this point we wish to mention 
that new reimbursement from the Commonwealth to the 
Town on School Expenditures will benefit the Town to the 
extent of about $9,000.00 per year, but in our opinion this 
money should not be looked upon as a gift; we and our fel- 
low citizens of other Towns in the Commonwealth are still 
paying the bill. In the Town Meeting Warrant will be found 
an Article authorizing the Selectmen to appoint a Committee 
to investigate the desirability of a Regional School to serve 
the upper grades of our educational system. The article 
meets with the approval of the Finance Committee, and it is 
our hope that through such a solution we may benefit finan- 
cially and in education on a more permanent basis. 

May we express our thanks to the Town Officials for 
their courtesy in making information available, and meet- 
ing with us in a very cooperative spirit.

In compliance with the By-laws of the Town, the Select- 
men present the following report for the year ending De- 


cember 31, 1949: 


Under highways the amount of Chapter 81 Maintenance 


contributed by the State was $13,750.00, an increase of 
$1,375.00 over 1948, and the town appropriated $2,750.00. 
The total of $16,500.00 was spent under the supervision of the 
State Department of Public Works. Under the Chapter 90 
Maintenance contract the town raised $2,600.00 and the 
State contributed $1,300.00. This $3,900.00 was used to stone 
surface Willow Road, State Route 133, and Killam Hill Road, 
State Route 97. 

The Chapter 90 Construction pat eae on Washington 
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Street was continued with $9,922.95 available from 1948 and 
$10,000.00 from the 1949 contract, of which $2,500.00 was 
appropriated by the town, $2,500.00 contributed by the 
County and $5,000.00 by the State. 

Emergency exit lights were installed in Lincoln Hall 
at a cost of $138.00. 

In the spring two rooms in the Town Hall were re- 
decorated and in the fall new window cord was installed in 
nearly all the windows and several lights of glass were re- 
placed; also the tin roofs were painted. Several attempts 
were made to interest town labor in painting the exterior 
of th Hall, but with no success. It is hoped that this painting 
may be accomplished in 1950.

THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board is very happy to state that some of 
the serious problems facing it a year ago have dissolved and 
zoning has become an accepted institution. At that time 
there was dissatisfaction with the working of the by-law. 
Some groups blamed the Planning Board for too strict a 
law, some blamed the Board of Appeals for following the 
law too inflexibly, and some felt the Building Inspector as- 
sumed too much authority. 

The Planning Board invited the Board of Selectmen, the 
Board of Appeals, and the Building Inspector to meet with 
them for a frank discussion of the by-law; and a committee 
consisting of Franklin Roberts, Richard Spofford, Burton 
Shaw, Vernon Childs, Seth Kelsey, and Laurence Colby was 
appointed to review the ordinance and make whatever 
changes seemed necessary to make it function more satis- 
factorily. These men, who represented different shades of 
opinion in the town, drew up a set of amendments, most of 
_ which clarified the rights of the citizens in the residental 
zone. After a bitter and stormy hearing the amendments 
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were passed unanimously at a special town meeting in June. 


In August a special town meeting was held with Article 
I of the warrant pertaining to the repeal or rescission of the 
zoning by-law. A tremendous amount of interest was 
aroused, and an overwhelming majority voted to retain the 
zoning. 


The Planning Board also participated in another special 
town meeting later in the year. Mr. John McCloskey of the 
Massachusetts Dept. of Public Works was invited by Mr. 
Seth Kelsey to give the voters of the town a description of 
the proposed new highway through the eastern edge of the 
town and to answer any questions which might arise. Most 
of the members of the Planning Board felt that the high- 
way was inevitable and that the town might as well accept 
the road gracefully. This attitude was reflected by a majority 
of those present. Mr. Kelsey has acted as Haison man be- 
tween Boxford residents on the proposed highway and Mr. 
McCloskey. Through Mr. Kelsey’s efforts some sources of ir- 
ritation have been removed. 


The most serious problem facing the Planning Board 
and the town at the present time is the school situation. The 
School Committee forecasts for the next few years show 
that our present school plant will soon be inadequate, and 
several meetings of the two boards have been’ held to dis- 
cuss solutions. It is apparent that the taxpayers of the town 
must pay a large sum of money to fill our educational needs 
of the future. We have a choice between expensive ad- 


ditions to our present buildings, or a more expensive plan 
of new construction which would provide better educational 
facilities. Since both the educational and financial aspects 
must be balanced very carefully, we have welcomed the 
Board of Selectmen, the Board of Assessors, and the Fi- 
nance Committee into further discussions to present the - 
financial side of the picture

Many recent purchasers of old houses in Boxford are 
interested to learn the history of their homes. To meet this 
interest the library has purchased extra copies of the 
“Dwellings of Boxford” by Sidney Perley. There are twenty 
bound copies ready for sale and any one interested may 
contact Miss Herrick. 


A copy of the records of the Boxford Library Society 
1796-1848 was presented to the Library at the Trustees’ 
Annual Meeting in October. The first pages are photostatic 
copies of the constitution and signatures of the members. 
Following these pages is an exact typewritten copy of the 
original leather bound secretary’s records of the Society. 
It includes even the list of books owned and prices paid 
in pounds, shillings and pence. The labor of deciphering so 
old a record and copying all of it is another proof of Miss 
Herrick’s great love for the Library and her interest in it. 
Mr. Lord had the copy of the records beautifully bound. 

A brass fire set was given to the Library by Mrs. Edith 
Howe Greene. The Trustees express their gratitude to Mrs. 
Greene for her kindly interest and generosity to the Library. 

Gifts of books and magazines have been received 
throughout the year for which the Trustees wish to express 
their appreciation. 


Dr. and Mrs. Haynes have created an attractive nook 
in the Library for the young people. Here they may look 
over books and do reference work. 

The removal of the dead elm in front of the Library 
has improved the general appearance of the grounds. 
Through Mr. Kelsey’s careful supervision the project was 
done without causing any disturbance to the surrounding 
area.

To the Citizens of Boxford: 
The expense of General Relief during the year 1949 was 
$591.92. While this seems a small amount of money, it is an 


increase of approximately 33% over 1948 and probably re- 
flects the general trend. 
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Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


There were 18 cases on Old Age Assistance January 1, 
1949. During the year two cases were added making a total 
of 20 at the end of the year. 


The total expenditure for Old Age Assistance recipients 
was $14,962.00 and $59.50 reimbursed to other towns. 
$8,500.00 was appropriated by the town and $6,521.50 was 
spent from Federal Grants. 


In August, 1949, the town received $1,630.00 which 
was payment in full for the mortgage note from the estate 
of the late John S. Dorman.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford for 
the period from November 25, 1947, the date of the previous 
audit, to February 24, 1949, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


An examination and verification was made of the re- 
corded transactions of the town as shown on the books of 
the departments receiving or distributing money or com- 
mitting bills for collection. 

The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked with the treasurer’s books and with 
the records of the several departments collecting money for 
the town. 

The appropriations and transfers as entered in the 
ledger were checked with the town clerk’s record of ap- 
propriations and transfers voted by the town. The necessary 
adjusting entries resulting from the audit were made, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was pre- 
pared showing the financial condition of the town on Febru- 
ary 24, 1949. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and compared with the records in the departments collect- 
ing money for the town and with the other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, the pay- 
ments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants author- 
izing the disbursement of town funds, and the cash balance 
on February 24, 1949 was verified by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of 
deposit. 
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The debt and interest payments made during the period 
covered by the audit were compared with the amounts fall- 
ing due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The income and expenditures of the several trust funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer, as well as those in cus- 
tody of the trustees of the Jonathan Tyler Barker Free 
School Fund, were verified, the savings bank books and 
securities representing their investments being listed and 
found to be as recorded. 


The tax title records in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and checked with the accounts of the collector 
and with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions for federal taxes were 
checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue were verified, and the balance 
in the general treasury was proved. 

An examination was made of the books and accounts of 
the tax collector. The taxes and assessments outstanding at 
the time of the last audit, as well as all subsequent com- 
mitments of taxes and assessments, were audited. The com- 
mitment book postings were checked with the cash book 
record of collections, the abatements were checked with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the pay- 
ments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book. 

The outstanding accounts were listed and proved to the 
town accountant’s ledger, and were further verified by 
mailing notices to a number of persons whose accounts were 
unpaid according to the books, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the outstanding accounts, as listed, are cor- 
rect. 

The records of receipts of the town clerk on account of 
dog and sporting licenses issued were examined and 
checked, the payments to the town treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game being verified. 

The surety bonds furnished by the several town of- 
ficials for the faithful performance of their duties were ex- 
amined and found to be as required. 

The accounts of the public welfare department, the 
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bureau of old age assistance, and of all other departments 
collecting money for the town were examined, checked, 
and reconciled with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet mentioned above, are tables showing a reconciliation 
of the town treasurer’s and collector’s cash, summaries of 
the tax, assessment, and departmental accounts, together 
with schedules showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust and investment funds. 

For the cooperation extended by the town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assis- 
tants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Annual Report of the School Committee for the 
vear ending December 31, 1949 is hereby submitted. 


Beginning with the opening of school last fall, the 
School Committee put into effect the recommendations con- 
tained in a survey on our school system made by Dean 
Davis of Boston University and Mr. Ralph McLeary, Super- 
intendant of Schools, Concord, Mass., during 1948. In the 
first place, grades 7 through 12 were transferred to Punch- 
ard High School in Andover with the exception of a few 
students who, having already started at other schools, 
were permitted to continue there provided that their fam- 
ilies furnished transportation for them. In the second place, 
it was arranged to keep the first and second grades in each 
parish in their respective schools, but to send the entire 
third and fourth grades from both parishes to the Gardner 
Morse School and the entire fifth and sixth grades to the 
Aaron Wood School. Considerable work went into the 
necessary transportation arrangements required by such a 
shift, but the schedules have worked out remarkably well. 

The above mentioned changes have apparently been 
well received by the Town. The transfer of grades 7-12 has 
given all pupils in these grades the advantages of the 
broader program of studies offered by a large and fully- 
equipped modern high school plant. It is heartening to note 
that our students at Punchard High School have made an 
excellent record with approximately one-third of them be- 
ing listed as honor students at the end of the first marking 
period. Decreasing the number of grades in our elementary 
classrooms has reduced the number of grades per teacher 
from four to two, thereby improving our standards of in- 
struction, and has eliminated use of the Community House 
in the East Parish as a classroom. 

During the past year, we have endeavored to maintain 
both school buildings in excellent condition and have made 
several new improvements in the Aaron Wood School. At 
a special town meeting held June 29, 1949, the Town voted 
to appropriate the sum of $2500.00 for the purpose of im- 
proving the heating system at the Aaron Wood School. The 
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old hot-air system was replaced with a completely modern 
steam system including Herman-Nelson unit ventilators 
in each classroom similar to those in the Gardner Morse 
School. Actually the appropriation of $2500.00 voted on 
June 29th was not allowed for expenditure at that time by 
the Commissioner of Taxation, but we were able to with- 
stand the cost of the new heating system by applying 
$1500.00 towards it from our 1949 budget and $1000.00 to- 
wards it from funds transferred to the School Department 
from surpluses in other departments at a special town meet- 
ing on November 7, 1949. In addition to the new heating 
system, the interior of the Aaron Wood School was painted 
during Christmas vacation. 


With reference to school expenses, we are pleased to 
state that the estimated net local cost of our proposed 1950 
school budget will be $25,161.67 as against a net local cost of 
$25,781.92 for the year 1949, a saving of approximately 
$600.00. This saving has been made possible in spite of in- 
creased school population, transportation expense, and 
teachers’ salaries by such things as the saving of one teacher 
by abandonment of the Community House as a school, the 
saving of a sewing teacher for the seventh and eighth 
grades, and increased state reimbursement. 


Since the establishment of the Regional High School 
Committee at the annual town meeting in March, 1949, the 
School Committee has worked closely with this Committee 
in the consideration of a Regional High School as a possi- 
bility for Boxford. It is our feeling that it would be inad- 
visable for the Town at this time to join a Regional High 
School district. In the first place, the cost per pupil would 
be almost twice what we are now paying to tuition our 
pupils to Punchard and Topsfield High Schools. In the sec- 
ond place, the joining of a four-grade regional high school 
system in terms of which the towns of Topsfield, Wenham, 
Hamilton, and Manchester have been planning, would not 
solve the problem of our seventh and eighth grades. These 
would still have to be tuitioned to another town or addi- 
tional facilities would have to be provided to accommodate 
them in town. Finally, we feel that Punchard High School 
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is offering our pupils as fine an educational opportunity as 
a Regional School could. 


In spite of all the improvements and changes which we 
feel have been effected in our school system during the 
past year, we are still faced with an ever-increasing school 
population which will almost immediately outgrow our 
present facilities again. We anticipate approximately 40 
pupils in our third and fourth grades starting in Septem- 
ber 1950, 40 pupils in our fifth and sixth grades starting in 
September 1951, and an eventual school population of at 
least 20 per grade in all grades. These figures are based on 
present school registers and births recorded in the Town 
and do not allow for new families who will move into 
Boxford nor do they allow for families with children of 
pre-school age not born in Boxford. 


It is not only undesirable, but virtually impossible in 
our present classrooms, to provide a high standard of edu- 
cation with forty or more pupils in one room. We have, 
therefore, had an up-to-date survey of our problem made 
by Dean Davis of Boston University and it is his recom- 
mendation as well as ours that the Town consider seriously 
the erection of a central elementary school to house the 
first six grades, providing one classroom for each grade. 
A further consideration should be for such a building to 
include a general purpose auditorium to serve both the 
school and the community as a place of assembly, physical 
education, and recreation. Such a building would be de- 
signed in such a manner that, without unnecessary cost, 
additional rooms could be added to serve any other needs 
of the school and the community. This structure would 
solve both the problem of inadequate school facilities and 
town halls. Admittedly the cost of such a building would 
run from $150,000 to $200,000 of which approximately 31% 
would be reimbursed to the Town by the State, but, on the 
other hand, the Town would effect certain economies in 
the elimination of the present town halls and the consoli- 
dation of all school and community activities into one 
building. 

In connection with the possibility of a central ele- 
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mentary school, the School Committee has met with the 
Planning Board on several occasions to consider it from 
the aspect of town planning and has also met jointly with 
the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee, Board of As- 
sessors, and Planning Board to consider its financial aspects. 
We have also visited new schools in several other com- 
munities. A further report of our findings will shortly be- 
come available. 

For reports on other aspects of the schools, we invite 
your attention to the report of the Superintendent of 
Schools and other special reports which follow.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my report as superintendent of 
schools for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

The decision made a year ago to send pupils of Junior 
and Senior High School age to Andover as tuition pupils 
made possible a re-organization of our elementary schools. 
The reduction of the number of grades per’: room to two 
grades is a definite step in progress. Even with two grades 
per room we find a teacher with thirty-nine pupils which is 
altogether too large a group to enable a teacher to give 
the proper attention to individual needs of pupils. The time 
is not far away when additional classrooms will be a 
necessity. 

The record of our pupils in the High Schools which they 
attend is indicative of the fact that their educational back- 
ground has been adequate to enable them to carry on suc- 
cessfully in other schools. I hope that as our pupils adjust 
themselves to their new situation a greater amount of par- 
ticipation in the extra curricula activities of the school 
will follow. As our boys and girls develop an interest in 
extra-curricula activities, I recommend that an effort be 
made to provide an organized transportation plan to facili- 
tate and encourage participation in these activities. 
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The condition of our school buildings has been definite- 
ly improved during the past year. The heating and lighting 
at the Aaron Wood School is modern, efficient and adequate. 
The refinishing of the Aaron Wood School in accord with 
recommendations of color dynamics experts is in line with 
the best practises in educational planning. 


Pupil progress in our schools continued throughout the 
year on a high level. The results of standardized tests given 
in May, 1949 indicate that our median pupil is well above 
grade. I am sure that with our present organization of two 
grades per room education accomplishment will exceed 
past records. 


During the past year the condition of our textbooks 
has been greatly improved through the purchase of new 
Spellers, Arithmetics, additional basic readers and several 
sets of supplementary readers. Supplies have been adequate. 

Several new combination pupil desks and chairs were 
purchased during 1949 so that at the present time all rooms 
are equipped with modern moveable furniture. 


The teaching staff of our schools is experienced and 
consists of teachers who are trained for the particular posi- 
tion each holds. With capable teachers, good books, ade- 
quate supplies and well lighted, properly heated and 
ventilated classrooms we can look forward to greater 
progress. We need to be mindful of the fact that we have 
a growing need for additional classrooms however. 


There was but one change in the teaching staff of our 
schools during the past year. Mrs. Camille Lacey of An- 
dover, a graduate of Lowell Teachers College with previous 
experience at Monson, Mass., and Middleton, Mass., assumed 
the duties of Music Supervisor in September succeeding 
Miss Andronike Mekelatos. 

The tuitioning of our seventh and eighth grade boys 
and girls to Andover resulted in the elimination of one 
regular classroom teaching position and the part-time sew- 
ing position. Mr. George Flagg, whose position was elimin- 
ated as a result of our re-organization, was elected to a 
position at Groveland, Mass. 

In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation 
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to the Committee for their cooperation in the interests of 
the youth of the town. The cooperation of the teachers, 
custodians, town officials, parents and pupils has also helped 
to make the past year a pleasant and profitable experience.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Music 
for the year ending 1949. 

My goal in the school music this year is to bring into 
the lives of the children pleasant and profitable musical 
experiences, both by increasing their repertory of songs 
and by increasing their knowledge of the fundamentals of 
music. With this in mind, each teacher is provided with a 
monthly outline of work which is to be covered within each 
month. This work consists of seasonal songs containing 
musical problems relating to time, tone, and theory. These 
problems are presented at the rate of one a month with 
subsequent drill. 

I experimented with the use of a wire recorder in each 
of the rooms, recording songs especially prepared for the 
Christmas Season, then playing them back for the children 
to hear. It was a delightful experience for all concerned and 
one which will be repeated-at intervals during the year so 
that the children as well as the teacher may note the prog- 
ress of the class. 

We have adopted a rather definite schedule of music 
appreciation this year, allowing the last week of each month 
for the introduction of some phase of appreciation, to be 
followed up by the room teacher. This has required the 
purchase of a few records with the idea in mind that 
eventually each grade will be provided with ample record- 
ed material for a worthwhile and informative course in 
appreciation. 
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May I take this opportunity to thank you, Mr. Johnson, 
members of the School Committee, and all the teachers for 
your kind and sincere cooperation in the music program.

I hereby submit my report as supervisor of art for the 
year ending December 31, 1949. 

During the winter months at the Morse and Wood 
Schools the upper grades originated posters advertising 
sports, Valentines, kindness to animals and other subjects 
in connection with school work. Various mediums were 
chosen by the children to express their ideas. In the lower 
grades in both schools the children made illustrations of 
winter activities, figure drawings, stories, poems and songs 
in crayons, cut-outs and paints. 

Animal Posters were sent in to the Annual Poster Con- 
test of the Massachusetts Society for the prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals from the upper grades and several prizes 
were awarded in both schools. 

In March, April and May the art work was correlated 
with their studies, school activities and holidays. In the 
spring an evening art exhibit at the Morse School was well 
attended by parents and children. Both schools exhibited 
their work at all times in the classrooms. 

In the fall through Christmas the usual Hallowe’en, 
Autumn, Columbus Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas pic- 
tures decorated the rooms and windows.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools: 
I herewith submit my third annual report as school 
nurse in the Boxford schools for the year 1949. 
In September, the usual thorough physical examinations 
were given by Dr. Lois Rogers with the following results: 


Enlarged tonsils and adenoids 8 
Enlarged glands 10 
Pronated feet 7 


Notices were sent home to parents concerning these 
defects and the children were shown corrective foot exer- 
cises by the doctor. 

Due to the prevalence of colds this winter, Dr. Rogers 
asked all parents to keep children with any sign of a cough 
or sniffles at home. 

With the aid of a State authorized visual aid machine, 
all the children were given an eye test. This showed three 
young pupils to have defective eye sight which with good 
cooperation on the part of parents has been remedied. 

Diphtheria Immunizations—Of the children entering 
the first grade, 80 per cent had been previously innoculated 
against the disease, six pupils were given the initial im- 
munizations and 17 booster shots were administered. 
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I wish to thank the parents, teachers, school physician 
and pupils for their continued interest in the health of the 
school child.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE FOR 1949 


The year 1949 has been one of much activity for your 
Finance Committee, especially where the problems of our 
elementary schools are concerned. Meetings have been held 
with the Town officers and other committees—more espec- 
ially, the School Committee. All appear to be agreed that 
based upon certain facts and statistics as presented by the 
School Committee, and considering an anticipated popula- 
tion trend in the direction of Boxford, there will be the 
necessity of expanding our elementary school facilities 
before the Fall of 1951. This is a real problem—and a solu- 
tion is not easy. 


It has been proposed that a central elementary school 
located in the geographical center of the Town is the solu- 
tion. The gross cost for the proposed plant alone has been 
estimated at $200,000.00, approximately 32% of which it is 
expected would be subsidized by the Commonwealth. Also, 
at the present time, the taxpayers would have to pay the 
interest charges on such a financial transaction. 


Alternative proposals concern expanding upon our pres- 
ent facilities by making an addition to either the Aaron 
Wood School or the Gardner Morse School, or additions to 
both of these schools. The cost of such additions has been 
estimated as being approximately $25,000 per room. (It is 
understood that at least two rooms will be needed by the 
Fall of 1951.) It is said that the Commonwealth would 
make no contribution in this regard. 

Several of the individual members of Town Committees 
and a goodly number of the citizens have discussed these 
proposals with members of this Committee. With few ex- 
ceptions, it was urged that the central school plan, although 
desirable, was not suitable at this time, nor was it the solu- 
tion. It was felt that if expansion is inevitable, then let it 
be in terms of an addition to one of the existing school 
buildings, or to both of such schools. 

Accordingly, it is the considered opinion of this Com- 
mittee that if expansion of the facilities of our elementary 
school system is necessary, the proposed central school plan, 
while desirable, is not presently a necessity nor is it eco- 
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nomically justifiable; that any such expansion should be 
accomplished in terms of suitable additions to our present 
school facilities. 

As respects Articles 25 and 26 in the Warrant, it is the 
recommendation of this Committee that such articles be 
considered concurrently—that an amount of $1000.00 be 
raised and appropriated by the Town for the use of a com- 
mittee to be comprised of the School Committee, three citi- 
zens from West Boxford and three citizens from Boxford— 
a total of nine members, to study the elementary school 
problem in its entirety and to report its findings and recom- 
mendations to the Town not later than the next annual 
Town Meeting. Said committee should be empowered to 
engage professional consultants in this regard. 


The proposed budget for the year 1950 has been studied 
carefully and discussed with the various departments where 
necessary. A conscientious effort has been made by all to 
keep the cost of Town government at a minimum. We wish 
to commend the elected and appointed officials in this re- 
gard. Based upon the proposed budget—and if our recom- 
mendations are followed—it is submitted that the tax rate 
for the current year should be approximately $44.00.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE A 
REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAM 


At the last annual Town Meeting there was caused to 
be appointed this committee to investigate and study the 
necessity, if any, of a Regional High School Program for the 
Town of Boxford. 

On October 28, 1949, Dr. Paul Stoddard, principal of 
the Housatonic Valley Regional High School was heard to 
address the Toptfield P.T.A. in the presence of the Com- 
bined Town Committee of Hamilton, Wenham, Manchester 
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and Topsfield for Regional School Investigation concerning 
regional school administration and problems in general. Mr. 
Curtis Campbell of Topsfield, Chairman of the aforemen- 
tioned Committee, gave of his time to address all-too-few 
of the citizens of the town at a meeting called to discuss the 
matter generally. 

Mr. John Marshall of the Massachusetts School Build- 
ings Assistance Commission has discussed the matter in de- 
tail with this committee. On October 29, 1949, he addressed 
a group of Town Committees and officials and nearly all 
of our problems were discussed at that time. It was his 
opinion that ours is primarily an elementary school prob- 
lem, for the present at least. 

Inquiry of those parents with children attending the 
Punchard High School in Andover, and of the pupils them- 
selves, revealed unanimous satisfaction with our present 
means of educating Grades Seven through Twelve. 

Therefore, considering the attitude of all concerned, and 
further, considering the undoubtedly more-acute elemen- 
tary school question facing the Town at this time, it is 
respectfully submitted that the Town of Boxford forego 
any action in regard to a proposed regional high school 
program, such a program not being feasible or necessary for 
the present or in the near future.

November 13, 1950 


At a special Town Meeting held in the Town Hall, Box- 
ford, on November 13, 1950, the following record was made:

Article 3. Voted to transfer the following amounts 
from various departments, viz: $600.00 from Board of Public 
Welfare to Insurance Account; $400.00 from Board of Public 
Welfare to Aid for Dependent Children; $100.00 from Plan- 
ning Board to Police; $280.00 from Old Age Assistance, $50.00 
from Regional High School Committee, and $20.00 from 
Street Lighting to Public Welfare; $150.00 from School 
Building Committee to Veterans’ Benefits; $75.00 from Voca- 
tional Education to Inspection of Slaughtering; $42.00 from 
Town Reports Account, $90.00 from Interest on Loans, $75.00 
from Vocational Education, $50.00 from the Morse House, and 
$125.00 from Selectmen’s Highway Fund to Town Halls Ac- 
count. 


Article 4. Voted that meeting be adjourned to Thurs- 
day, December 14, at 8 P.M. at the Town Hall, Boxford, to 
allow School Building Committee more time to prepare its 
report. 


Article 5. Voted to adjourn at 8:30 P.M. 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
December 14, 1950 


Article 4 of the warrant of the special town meeting of 
November 30th, 1950, was taken up at this time with the fol- 
lowing results: 


The following motion was made and seconded: That the 
town approve Plan “A” of the School Building Committee, 
modified to provide for raising and appropriating the sum of 
$120,000.00 and transferring the sums of $28,352.23 from the 
Town Farm Fund, $7,836.22 from the Post War Rehabilitation 
Fund and $2,500 from the School Building Committee for the 
purpose of building a central elementary school based on 
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plans submitted by the School Building Committee in its re- 
port dated December 1, 1950, at a total cost not to exceed 
$160,000.00, subject to approval for State Aid of said plans by 
the State School Building Assistance Commission; and that 
the Selectmen be instructed to call a Special Town Meeting 
as soon as practicable, but not later than December 27, 1950, 
under a warrant suitable to provide for the voting of the 
necessary appropriations, transfers, and bond issues to carry 
out the same. 


The motion was defeated, 75 N.—68 Yes, on a secret bal- 
lot with the use of check lists. 


It was voted that the Selectmen be instructed to call a 
Special Town Meeting not later than December 27, 1950, for 
the purpose of acting on an article which will allow the town 
to vote for additions to the present school buildings or con- 
struction of a central elementary school and legally pro- 
vide for financing the same. 


The meeting was adjourned at 11:00 P.M. 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
December 27, 1950 


At a special town meeting held December 27, 1950, the 
following record was made: 


Article 1. Voted that the town approve the construc- 
tion of a central elementary school in accordance with plans 
submitted by the School Building Committee in its report 
dated December 1, 1950, modified to omit the general pur- 
pose room and health room as submitted in said plans, but 
to convert classrooms five and six in said plans into a general 
purpose room, subject to approval of plans for State Aid by 
the State School Building Assistance Commission at at a 


total cost not to exceed $120,000.00. Yes 103—No 98, by secret 
ballot. 


Article 2. Moved that the sums of $7836.22 from the 
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Post War Rehabilitation Fund, and $2,500.00 from the School 
Building Committee be transferred from said funds and 
appropriated for the financing of the construction voted 
under article 1., and that the further sum of $110,000.00 be 
raised and appropriated therefor by bond issue, and that 
the Town Treasurer be authorized to issue bonds of the 
Town in that amount, to mature not later than twenty years 
from dae of issue and to carry interest at not more than 
134% per annum. 


Motion defeated, Yes 106, No 75, because two thirds vote 
required to vote bond issue. Vote by secret ballot. 


Voted that action under article 2. be deferred and 
that a committee made up of the School Committee, Select- 
men, and Finance Committee be instructed to study the 
problem of financing the action taken under article 1 and 
report to the town at a meeting to be called for the purpose, 
said meeting to be held within the next three weeks. 


Article 3. Voted that the present School Building 
Committee be continued; that it be directed to supervise 
construction of the new building, if any; and that it be 
authorized to appoint two new members. 


An amendment specifying that one new member must 
be from the West Parish and one new member from the 
East Parish was defeated. 


Article 4. Votoed to adjourn.

In compliance with the By-laws of the town, the Select- 
men present the following report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1950. 

The amount contributed by the State for highways under 
Chapter 81 Maintenance was $15,125.00 and the town appro- 
priated $2,750.00, making a total amount of $17,875.00 spent 
under the supervision of the State Department of Public 
Works. The town appropriated $1,000.00 for Chapter 90 Main- 
tenance and $500.00 was contributed by the State. This 
money was used to resurface Georgetown Road. 

At the annual March town meeting the sum of $2,500.00 
was appropriated for the continuation of the reconstruction 
of Washington Street, a like amount was contributed by the 
County and $5,000.00 by the State. With this amount about 
1,000 feet of highway was relocated and rebuilt with the ex- 
ception of the final surface treatment due to lack of funds. 
This project necessitated the taking of a small area of private 
land for which the sum of $50.00 was allowed. 

Owing to various unsettled conditions in the town and 
the country as a whole at the time when application for State 
funds had to be made and also the fact that the expense per 
foot for the next section would be excessive, it seemed best 
to your Board of Selectmen to suspend further improvement 
of Washington Street for one year at least and ask for a 
smaller appropriation which might be used to better ad- 
vantage elsewhere. We are now recommending improve- 
ment to a section of Topsfield Road to eliminate some of the 
curves north of the section to be reconstructed by the State. 

As voted at the annual town meeting, a section of Glen- 
dale Road has been rebuilt and oiled. Also the unoiled sec- 
tion of Middleton Road has been completed. 

The housing development on Cross Road seemed to war- 
rant some improvement to the highway, consequently funds 
were made available to surface and oil this street. 
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During the year a much needed coat of paint was ap- 
plied to the Town Hall and the adjacent Fire House. 


The old furnace in Lincoln Hall which was installed 
when the hall was built, in 1913, was beyond repair and has 
been replaced this year by a new steel furnace at a cost of 
$380.00. 


Use of the Community House has been granted for a 
Nursery School. Some minor repairs have been made and 
others are in progress.

A public 
hearing was held in Lincoln Hall on December 18, 1950, and 
on February 9, 1951 the Planning Board approved his plan 
for a sub-division, subject to certain restrictions to safeguard 
the town. 


The Planning Board was very capably represented on 
the School Building Committee by Charles Cotton, who gave 
freely of his time and energy along with the other members 
of that committee. After attending various meetings where 
the school expansion plans were freely discussed, a majority 
of the members of the Plannng Board felt that a central 
school offered the best solution to the school problem from a 
long range point of view. 

The Planning Board inserted two articles in the warrant 
for the special town meeting of November 30 as follows: to 
see what action the town would take with regard to the time 
of the annual town meeting, and to see what action the town 
would take with regard to the time of its annual election. The 
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town voted to change the time of the annual town meeting 
from the afternoon to the evening with the annual election to 
be held on the following day. It was also voted to allow ab- 
sentee voting in town elections.

Many 
other libraries are offering this method of approach to bring 
added interest in the use of library materials.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from 
February 25, 1949, the date of the previous audit, to Feb- 
ruary 13, 1950, and submit the following report thereon: 

The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving money for the town or committing bills 
for collection were examined and verified by comparison 
with the reports and records in the office of the town ac- 
countant. 


The town accountant’s books were examined and com- 
pared with the records of the several departments. The pay- 
ments as recorded in the ledger were verifid by eomparison 
with the warrants of the selectmen authorizing the disburse- 
ment of town funds, and the receipts were checked with the 
treasurer’s records. 


An analysis was made of the ledger and the appropri- 
ation accounts were checked with the town clerk’s record 
of appropriations and with the transfers authorized by vote 
of the town. The transfers from the reserve fund were check- 
ed with the finance committee’s records. 


A trial balance was drawn off proving the ledger ac- 
counts to be in balance, and a balance sheet showing the 
financial condition of the town on February 13, 1950 was pre- 
pared and is herewith appended. 

The books and accounts in the town treasurer’s office 
were examined and checked in detail. The receipts as record- 
ed were analyzed and checked with the records of depart- 
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mental payments to the treasurer and with other sources 
from which the town received money, while the payments 
were checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing dis- 
bursement of town funds and with the books of the town ac- 
countant. 


The cash balance on February 138, 1950 was proved by 
reconciling the bank balance with a statement received from 
the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and the trustees of the Jonahan Tyler Barker 
Free School Fund were examined and listed, the income and 
transfers to the town being verified. 


The debt and interest payments were verified by com- 
parison with the amounts falling due, the cancelled securities 
representing such payments being verified. 

The record of tax titles held by the town was examined 
and checked with the deeds on file. The amount added to the 
tax title account was compared with collector’s records and 
the tax titles on hand were listed, proved, and checked with 
the records at the Registry of Deeds. 

The records of payroll deductions for federal taxes were 
checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to the 
Collector of Internal Revenue were verified, and the balance 
in the general treasury was proved. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The commitment lists of poll 
and property taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, and as- 
sessments were analyzed and the totals were proved with the 
assessors’ warrants authorizing their collection. The taxes 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination were 
also audited, the payments to the treasurer, abatements, and 
additions to the tax title account being verified, and the out- 
standing accounts being listed and proved. 

Verification notices were mailed to a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the 
town, the replies received thereto indicating that the ac- 
counts, as listed, are correct. 
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The town clerk’s records of receipts on account of dog 
and sporting licenses issued were examined and checked, the 
payments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game being verified, and the cash on hand being proved. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the records of all other departments wherein money is col- 
lected for the town or in which charges originate were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. 


The surety bonds furnished by the several officials were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are 
appended to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s and collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor 
vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the condition of the various 
trust funds in the custody of the treasurer and trustees. 

During the progress of the aduit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all officials, for which I wish, on behalf of my 
assisants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Annual Report of the School Committee for the year 
ending December 31, 1950 is hereby submitted. 

The School Committee has devoted a great deal of its 
time during the year to work as members of the School 
Building Committee. Due mainly to the fact that a large 
number of citizens felt that this was not a good time to em- 
bark upon a school building program, the bond issue required 
for the construction of a new central elementary school was 
not approved by the Town. Therefore, we are still faced with 
the problem of housing an ever-increasing school population 
and of reducing the number of grades per teacher to one. We 
are still firmly convinced that it would be fool-hardy from a 
long-range financial viewpoint for the Town to add to its 
present school buildings as such additions will only solve the 
problem for a few years and will be very costly to the Town. 
Further, the present schools, even with additions, would not 
make it possible to have one grade per teacher in all grades 
without undue shuttling of the younger children. This con- 
viction is the result of many months of extensive study of 
the elementary school problem and of many consultations 
with experts in the field of education. 

Even in the brief time that has elapsed since the School 
Building Committee made its report to the Town, our ele- 
mentary school population has been steadily increasing and 
we now anticipate an enrollment of at least 115 in the first 
six grades by September 1951, an increase of approximately 
20% over our September enrollment. We must, therefore, 
have one additional classroom available by September of this 
year. The School Committee will, therefore, ask the Town 
for a special appropriation of $3,500.00 at the annual meet- 
ing for the purpose of renovating the Community House in 
the East Parish into a temporary classroom. In order to prop- 
erly heat and ventilate the building and to eliminate the fire 
hazard occasioned by the oil-burning space heater currently 
in use, it will be necessary to insulate the building and to 
install a small furnace and oil-burner. Although we realize 
that this expenditure will only porvide a temporary class- 
room, we would rather recommend an expenditure of this 
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sum of money than the expenditure of a sum ten or twelve 
times as great for the construction of a new classroom which 
also would not meet the needs of the Town permanently. 

During the past year, the Committee has only authorized 
essential maintenance work on the school buildings while 
awaiting action by the Town on the proposals submitted by 
the School Building Committee. We have been able to turn 
back to the Town a good portion of the funds budgeted for 
maintenance in 1950. However, we will not be able to delay 
other maintenance work any longer and plan to complete 
such items as the interior painting of both schools during 
1951. 

There has been only one change in our teaching staff dur- 
ing the past year. Mr. Monte Nelson of Swampscott has as- 
sumed the duties of Music Supervisor, succeeding Mrs. 
Camille Lacey. Mr. Nelson has done an excellent job and the 
Committee is pleased at the progress and enthusiasm shown 
by the pupils under his supervision. 

Most of our regular teachers are presently enrolled in 
extension courses given by Boston University in Haverhill 
and we feel that these courses have been valuable to them. 

Our 1951 budget shows an increase of $2,279.00 over our 
budget for the previous year. This increase is largely due to 
the necessity of hiring an additional teacher in September 
and to the fact that we have granted salary increases to all 
of our present teachers in line with the practice of all towns 
in the school union. Also, a larger school enrollment will re- 
sult in higher tuition expenditures and the use of an addi- 
tional classroom will result in higher maintenance and oper- 
ating costs. 

For reports on other aspects of the schools, we invite 
your attention to the report of the Superintendent of Schools 
and other special reports which follow.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


My annual report as superintendent of schools for the 
year ending December 31, 1951 is herewith submitted: 


A year ago I called your attention to the increasing en- 
rollment of our schools and the growing need for additional 
classrooms. When arrangements were made to tuition our 
seventh and eighth grade pupils to Andover we were able 
to reorganize our schools so as to reduce the number of 
grades per room to two. Because of the large number of 
third and fourth grade pupils in September, 1950, it was 
necessary to place some of the third grade pupils with the 
first and second grades at West Boxford. This arrangement 
is not a desirable one. 


Careful investigation of the number of pupils to enter 
our schools in the next four years, based on the number of 
pre-school children now living in Boxford, indicates that 
we can expect our present enrollment to continue to grow. 
Because of the increased enrollment expected in September, 
1951, I reeommend that the Community House be restored 
as a classroom in our school system and that an additional 
teacher be obtained. 


The teaching staff of our schools remains the same as 
a year ago with but one exception. In September, 1950 Mr. 
Monte Nelson of Swampscott replaced Mrs. Camille Lacey 
as Music Supervisor. Mr. Nelson is an accomplished pianist 
who studied at the New England Conservatory of Music. 


Boxford is fortunate in having teachers who are well 
trained and who have had considerable teaching experience. 
Teaching combination grades and large classes demands ca- 
pable and experienced teachers if we are to maintain high 
standards. Boxford teachers make a special effort to acquaint 
themselves with modern methods and devices through read- 
ing of current educational materials and taking courses. 

The progress of Boxford pupils in secondary schools of 
other towns continues to be on a high level. Marks received 
by our pupils indicate that the elementary schools of Box- 
ford have prepared them well for secondary school work 
and that many of these boys and girls should be qualified 
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for admission to college at the completion of secondary 
school. 


While our present buildings do not provide an adequate 
number of classrooms they are structually sound. Now that 
the town has decided not to construct a consolidated school 
the classrooms at the Morse School should be repainted in 
accord with recommendations of color dynamics experts and 
such other maintenance work, proposed a year ago, should be 
done. 


In closing, I express my appreciation to the Committee, 
teachers, custodians and others who have cooperated during 
the past year in furthering the educational opportunities of 
the boys and girls of Boxford.

The Aaron-Wood and Morse Schools are on a very def- 
inite schedule of music. In the four months that I have been 
associated with your educational department, I have made 
every attempt to develop a keener understanding and ap- 
preciation for music among the grade students. That, in my 
opinion, is the very foundation for good singing. Conse- 
quently, the students are now eager to sing and anxious to 
learn the correct way to sing. 


Rote and Note-reading both are employed in the early 
grades. However, more emphasis is placed on note-reading 
in the third and fourth grades to prepare these students 
for singing two and three part music when they reach the 
fifth and sixth grades. 

Special attention has been given to those students who 
find it difficult to sing in pitch. Good results have been made. 

I have put aside a little time from each class that I attend 
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for a course on music appreciation. This has resulted in a 
wider interest among the students for classical music. 

Much work lies ahead and new plans are being prepared 
to make 1951 a very progressive year from a musical stand- 
point for the students of Boxford. 

I will welcome any suggestions that you think will be 
of interest to me. 

To Mr. William Johnson, Supt. of Schools and members 
of the School Committee, I wish to thank you both for your 
cooperation and support.

I herewith submit my report as School Physician for the 
year ending 1950. 

Physical Examinations of all pupils in West Boxford 
have been completed. They are usually free from nasal ob- 
struction, and diseased tonsils. No cases of deafness or of 
discharging ears. No deformities but a few cases of fatigue 
posture, easily corrected by proper exercise. Teeth, with 
but few exceptions, are well cared for and show extensive 
dental work. 

Nutrition is exceptionally good. Two heart murmurs 
were found, one of which is a severe congenital heart. The 
other case, functional, which can be disregarded as it will 
improve with growth. 

No nervous disorders or mental defects. 

Cooperation of teachers and School Nurse were most 
satisfactory. Parents were very accommodating, especially 
in giving permission for diphtheria booster innoculations, 
which have been completed.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE FOR 1950 


The proposed budget for the year 1951 has been studied 
and each item therein considered. It is worthy of note that 
among the requests for increased appropriations are those 
concerning insurance, charities, and schools. It is common 
knowledge that the costs of living, and—by the same token 
—government, have increased considerably over the past 
years. In essence, this would explain for-the-most-part the 
increased school budget and insurance program for the town. 
(Please read carefully the report of the School Committee). 

As regards the items of Public Welfare, Old Age Assist- 
ance, and Veterans’ Benefits, your Finance Committee is 
deeply concerned with the ever-mounting costs thereof. (By 
law, local officials have little or no control over these mat- 
ters). That Finance Committees and officials of other towns 
are experiencing a similar concern should be mentioned. It 
is this same concern which brings before the current session 
of the State Legislature a bill—House No. 1468. Watch its 
progress! It is our understanding that this proposed law 
would enable towns to create certain committees to investi- 
gate and study the relative merits of each charity case, so- 
called. Reports and recommendations would be made to the 
local Board of Public Welfare accordingly. Perhaps some re- 
lief will be realized if this proposed legislation does become 
law. 
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Our grammar school question has not been solved. The 
School Building Committee has worked assiduously since the 
date of its formation. Its efforts have not been fruitless. At 
least, it can be said that all citizens are now (or should be) 
aware of an impending space problem. It becomes necessary 
to improvise immediately. You will find an article in the 
Town Warrant requesting an appropriation of $3,500.00 for 
adapting the Community House to such space needs. We re- 
spectfully report favorably upon the subject article. 

Once again we wish to state that all officials of the town 
cooperated in making successful a “pay-as-you-go” program 
for the past year. With this same basic theme, each depart- 
ment has submitted its request for specific appropriations. 
We recommend acceptance of the budget for 1951 as pro- 
posed.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


The annual town meeting of the Town of Boxford was held 
in Lincoln Hall West Boxford on March 6, 1951. The meeting 
was called to order by the moderator, William J. Greenler Jr. 
at 8:00 pm. Rev. Frederick Powell offered prayer. The follow- 
ing action was taken: 


Article 1. Voted that the reports of the Town Officers 
and Committees be approved as printed in the Town Report. 


Article 2. Voted to adopt the suggested budget as printed 
with the substitution of $400.00 instead of $1000.00 for Board 
of Public Welfare and appropriate money for same. 


Article 3. Voted to appropriate the sum of $1000.00 for 
the maintenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be trans- 
ferred from the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 4. Voted to pass over this article. 


Article 5. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1500.00 for the improvement of Topsfield Road; said money 
to be used in conjunction with any money which may be al- 
lotted by the State or County, or both, for this purpose under 
the provisions of Chapter 90, with the stipulation that the 
money may not be spent until such time as the Board of Select- 
men considers Highland, Spofford, and Valley Roads to be in 
suitable condition to anticipate the spring thaw. 


Article 6. Voted to appropriate $2000.00 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 


Article 7. Voted that compensation for labor in the vari- 
ous departments of the town be the same as last year. 


Article 8. Voted to appropriate $288.11 refunded from 
the county of account of dog licenses for libraries. 


Article 9. Voted to pass over. 
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Article 10. Voted to appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$7000.00 from the Surplus Revenue for the purpose of reduc- 
ing the 1951 tax levy, subject to the approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Corporations and Taxation in accordance with Sec- 
tion 23, Chapter 59, of the General Laws. 


Article 11. Voted to leave the matter of making roads 
passable when encumbered with snow in the hands of high- 
way surveyors. 


Article 12. Voted to leave determining when the taxes 
shall be committed to the Collector, also the manner of col- 
-lecting same, with the Board of Assessors. 


Article 13. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the financial year beginning January 
1, 1951 and to issue a note or notes therefor, paying within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Article 14. Voted to raise and appropriate $400.00 to be 
divided equally between the two libraries for use towards the 
maintenance of the same. 


Article 15. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $22,000.00 to meet the State and County Allotments 
for highways, and any other highway relocation, repair, or 
construction done in anticipation of reimbursement, said 
money when reimbursed to be credited to Surplus Revenue. 


Article 16. Voted to rescind the vote of December 27, 
1950 approving the construction of a central elementary school 
under Article 1 of the Special Town Meeting of that date,—— 
63 yes 45 no, by show of hands. 





Article 17. Voted to rescind the vote of December on 
1950 continuing the present School Building Committee under 
Article 3 of the Special Town Meeting of that date, 
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Article 18. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3500.00 to be used by the School Committee for the improve- 
ment of the Community House in the East Parish. 


Article 19. Voted to pass over. 
Article 20. Voted to pass over. 


Article 21. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of

Voted to transfer to the Board of Health the 
following sums of money: $300.00 from Insurance, $100.00 
from Interest on Loans, $100.00 from Community House, and 
$25.50 from Town Report, subject to approval of Finance Com- 
mittee. 
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Article 5. No action taken. 


Article 6. Voted that permission be given to Town of 
North Andover to extend a drain pipe across Washington 
St. near the town line subject to conditions agreeable to the 
selectmen of the two towns. 


Article 7. Voted that the Board of Health study the 
problem of a regional Health Union under the provisions of 
Chapter 662, Acts of 1949, and report at some later town 
meeting. 


Article 8. Voted to adjourn at 9:30 P.M.

“Tax Levy,” from the property owners in proportion to their 
respective holdings, each piece of taxable property was as- 
signed a value for assessment purposes. Those assessments 
were as follows:

Real Estate—buildings and land 1,333,840.00 
Giving a total valuation of $1,566,245.00 


This total assessed value divided into the Tax Levy gave 
a tax rate of $45.00, which made a tax on personal property 
of $10,458.29 and on real estate $60,023.36. 

The Motor Vehicle and Trailer Excise Tax on 689 ve- 
hicles valued at $334,380.00 at the state-wide rate of $46.85 
yielded $11,996.37.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Complying with Section 6 of Article 1 of the town By- 
laws, the Selectmen present the following report: 

Under the Chapter 81 highway maintenance program 
the state contributed $15,400.00 and the town appropriated 
$2,800. This money was used for resurfacing oiled roads and 
to improve some of the dirt roads. 


The town appropriated $1,000.00 for Chapter 90 Main- 
tenance, with the state contributing $500.00. This $1,500.00 
was used to “stone top” a section of Georgetown Road. 


The Chapter 90 Construction appropriation was as fol- 
lows: $1,500.00 raised by the town, $1,500.00 contributed by 
the county and $3,000.00 by the state. This $6,000.00 was used 
to reconstruct a section of Topsfield Road from the Boxford- 
Topsfield town line to a point where the state will relocate 
and reconstruct Topsfield Road for he overpass at the new 
highway. 


All of the above appropriations and allotments were ex- 
pended under the supervision of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 


By vote of the town, $1,000.00 was appropriated for the 
improvement of Main Street and $1,000.00 for Oak Ridge 
Road. 


Other major highway projects were “black topping” the 
unoiled section of Lockwood Lane and about a half mile of 
Highland Road, and the improvement of a dangerous curve 
on Middleton Road directly north from the residence of Mr. 
John Hitchcock, which was made possible through the gen- 
erosity of Mrs. Mary S. Holmes who contributed the land 
necessary for this betterment. 


Speed limit signs have been placed on all the major 
roads leading into Boxford Village. By request, two speed 
limit signs were placed on Georgetown Road in an effort to 
slow down the traffic. 
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The sum of $70.72 has been received from Mrs. Ralph B. 
Case in whose care the money has been held for the benefit 
of the Community House. Mrs. Case, no longer a resident of 
Boxford, has placed the money in the custody of the Select- 
men to be used toward the maintenance of the Community 
House. 


During the year a linoleum was laid on the floor of the 
town offices in the Town Hall and various minor repairs 
were made to the exterior of Lincoln Hall.

The library is open for the distribution of books every 
Thursday and Saturday afternoon from 2:30 to 5:30. 

To make the facilities of the library more accessible, 
some of the best juvenile books have been placed in the 
schools. During the fall some of the teachers came to the 
library to make their own selections for school use. This 
practice is greatly appreciated for it encourages coopera- 
tion between librarians and teachers. It also assists the 
librarian in choosing the most useful and popular books 
for the schools. 

Early last June the Troop Committee of Trook 1, Box- 
ford, North Shore Council, Boy Scouts of America, asked 
the library trustees if they might lease the Cummings Barn 
in the rear of the library. With certain specified repairs 
and improvements it was thought that this building could 
be made suitable for scout activities. Since the desire of the 
Public Library is to make its property and facilities avail- 
able for greatest possible use to the town’s people, the 
trustees agreed to lease the barn to the Scouts for a term 
of ten years. 

Many new and interesting titles have been added to 
the book collection this year. Selections have been based on 
“A. L. A. Book List,” “Library Journal,” “Buying List from 
Division of Public Libraries,” “Boston Public Library Month- 
ly List,” “Kirkus’ Bookshop Service” as well as on popular 
demand. The collection of books to date totals 10,588. By 
gift and purchase 397 books were added this year. The 
library subscribes to 27 magazines and periodicals. 
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Under Mr. Seth L. Kelsey’s supervision, the house and 
grounds have been kept in good and attractive condition. 

The trustees wish to thank everyone for any gifts made 
during the year. Any suggestions that will aid in the devel- 
opment of the library will be appreciated.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Annual Report of the School Committee for the 
year ending December 31, 1951 is hereby submitted. 


In May, 1951 we were notified by the Andover School 
Committee that they would be unable to accept any further 
Boxford pupils after September 1951, but that all pupils en- 
rolled as of that date would be permitted to graduate. An- 
dover, like all other towns, is faced with an ever-increasing 
school enrollment with the result that their high school 
facilities will shortly be unable to accommodate tuition 
puipls from Boxford or any other town. 


We informed the Town of this situation at a special 
meeting held on July 18, 1951 and recommended the ap- 
pointment of an investigating committee to study our school 
housing needs again in the light of this development. We 
have devoted a great deal of our time as members of the 
School House Committee. We have investigated the possi- 
bility of tuitioning our seventh and eighth grades to neigh- 
boring towns, but have been unable to find any town which 
can take them for more than one year. It appears that, with- 
in a very few years, none of the neighboring towns will be 
able to accept elementary tuition pupils and there are only 
a few who will be able to accept even high school tuition 
pupils. 


Fortunately we have negotiated what appears to be a 
long-term tuitioning program for our high school pupils, 
namely grades 9 through 12, with the town of North An- 
dover. North Andover is at present contemplating a new 
high school and our pupils would eventually be housed 
therein. It is our current plan to continue to tuition to Pun- 
chard High School all pupils now enrolled there and to send 
grades 9 through 12 to North Andover beginning in 1954 
with our present sixth grade. Due to the fact that North 
Andover has been accepting tuition pupils from Boxford 
for thirty odd years and that the two towns have a great 
deal in common, we feel that this arrangement can continue 
indefinitely. 
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From the investigations made to date, it appears con- 
clusively that grades 1 through 8 must be housed in Box- 
ford. Recommendations for such housing will shortly be 
forthcoming from the School House Committee. At present 
we have an enrollment in grades 1 — 6 of 110 pupils. In 
September 1952, we will have an estimated enrollment in 
grades 1 — 7 of 135 pupils; in September 1953, an estimated 
enrollment in grades 1 — 8 of 153 pupils; and, in September 
1954, an estimated enrollment in grades 1 — 8 of 161 pupils. 
At present, we have available only four permanent class- 
rooms and one temporary one. Even with these facilities 
we will be faced with the necessity of providing additional 
housing in September 1952 unless we revert to a staggered 
session or an arrangement of splitting and combing grade 
groups in such a way that there would be three grades per 
room in several instances. 


The proposed 1952 budget is higher than the 1951 budget 
by the sum of $2,681.00. This is largely due to the fact that 
we have one more teacher this year than we had last year 
and that we will probably have to hire a sixth teacher next 
September. Further, in line with the practise of other towns, 
certain salary increases will have to be made again this 
year. It is interesting to note, however, that the net average 
cost per pupil has risen only slightly over the past two 
years, the main increase in school budgets being the result 
of increased enrollments. The net average cost per pupil 
was $158.96 in 1950, $164.74 in 1951, and will be approx- 
imately $169.00 in 1952. 


During the summer, renovations were made to the Com- 
munity House in Boxford to provide an additional temp- 
orary classroom. A new central forced warm-air heating 
system was installed, new lighting fixtures were installed, 
certain structural repairs were made, the driveway was im- 
proved, and the buliding was painted. Although the special 
appropriation for this work amounted to $3,500.00, slightly 
under $2,500.00 was spent. 


Mrs. Bernice Billewicz joined our teaching staff in Sep- 
tember, taking charge of the third grade. Mrs. Billewicz 
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holds a B.S. Degree from Lowell Teachers’ College and has 
previously taught in Salem, N. H. 

All of our teachers are presently enrolled in extension 
courses given at the Haverhill High School and sponsored 
by the Haverhill Teachers’ Association. 

For reports on other aspects of the schools, we invite 
your attention to the report of the Superintendent of Schools 
and other special reports which follow.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the year ending December 31, 1951. 

The enrollment in the Boxford Schools has continued 
to increase in accord with past estimates. The re-opening 
at the Community House as a school for the third grades 
has solved our classroom needs for the present school year 
only. 

In the Spring of 1951 notice was served by the Andover 
School Committee that Andover would accept our seventh 
grade pupils on a tuition basis in September 1951 and allow 
these pupils and other Junior and Senior High School pupils 
from Boxford to continue until they graduate from High 
School, but that after September 1951 no additional Box- 
ford pupils would be accepted. 

The action of Andover school authorities means that 
Boxford must make necessary arrangements for the educa- 
tion of seventh grade pupils in September 1952. Careful 
exploration reveals that no neighboring Town can assure 
Boxford that it will be able to accept Boxford seventh grade 
pupils on a tiution basis for more than one year. In view 
of the present situation it should be clear that we must 
provide the class rooms for the education of all eight ele- 
mentary grades and that we must provide this needed space 
at the earliest possible date. 
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An additional classroom in September 1951 required an 
additional teacher. Mrs. Bernice Billewicz, a graduate of 
Lowell Teachers’ College with teaching experience at Sa- 
lem, N. H., was selected to fill this position. With the re- 
tention of teachers and supervisors of a year ago, Boxford 
has retained a competent and experienced school staff. Box- 
ford teachers are not only qualified through training and 
experience but strive to improve through further study in 
the field of education. 

Teacher salaries have continued to increase throughout 
the country. At the present time the salary of the begin- 
ning teacher in several Massachusetts communities is equal 
to the salary paid Boxford teachers who have had many 
years of experience. If we are to retain our present compe- 
tent teaching staff we must be prepared to adopt a salary 
schedule comparable with our communities with commen- 
surate capacity to pay. 

The progress of Boxford pupils remains on a high level. 
To assure steady educational growth we must provide ade- 
quate classroom space. The problem of School departments 
is not just one of housing pupils but rather one of providing 
adequate learing situations where the competent teacher, 
with adequate teaching materials, may have reasonable 
hope of realizing the objectives. 


In closing this report I express my appreciation to the 
teachers, custodians, school committee members and citi- 
zens for their cooperation during the past year.

I hereby submit my report as School Nurse for the year 
ending December, 1951. 

With the induction of Dr. Horlick into the armed serv- 
ices during the last year, all physical examinations in the 
Gardner Morse and Aaron Wood Schools were completed 
by Dr. Leroy Stokes. 
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The only defects worthy of comment were caries of the 
teeth and that condition showed considerable improvement 
over last year. 

At this time, only the pupils in the Gardner Morse 
School have had eye tests, with one case of impaired eye- 
sight being found. 

No diphtheria immunizations will be given until late 
Spring due to the fact that the Diphtheria toxoid has been 
combined with Tetanus toxoid, and it is deemed best to give 
the Tetanus immunizations prior to the closing of school; 
as the summer season is the more likely time for children 
to come in contact with this type of infection. 

I wish to thank the parents and school personnel for 
their continued interest in school health.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


The annual town meeting of the Town of Boxford was 
held in the Town Hall Boxford on March 3, 1952 at 8 P.M. The 
meeting was called to order by Moderator, William J. Green- 
ler, Jr. No clergyman being present, a moment of silent prayer 
was observed. The following action was taken: 


Article 1. Voted to accept the reports of the Town Officers 
and Committees as printed. 


Article 2. Voted to adopt the budget as amended. 


Article 3. Voted to appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the 
maintenance of Road Machinery, said amount to be transferred 
from the Road Machinery Fund. 


Article 4. Voted to appropriate $2,000 for the Reserve 
Fund, said amount to be transferred from Overlay Reserve. 


Article 5. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
the sum of $21,000 to meet the State and County allotments for 
highways, and any other highway re-location, repair, or con- 
struction done in anticipation of reimbursement, said money 
when reimbursed to be credited to Surplus Revenue. 


Article 6. Voted to authorize the Town Treasurer, with 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to 
time, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1, 1952, and to issue a note or notes therfor 
paying within one year, and to renew any note or notes as 
may be given for a period of less than one year, in accordance 


with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General Laws. 
Article 7. Voted to pass over. 


Article 8. Voted to increase the compensation for labor 
in the highway and tree departments to $1.25 per hour, all 
other labor to be compensated at $1.00 per hour. 
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Article 9. Voted that such action as may be deemed best 
in regard to making roads passable when encumbered with 
snow be left to the town highway surveyors. 


Article 10. Voted that determining when the taxes should 
be committed to the Collector, also the manner of collecting 
the same be left in the hands of the Assessors of Taxes. 


Article 11. Voted to raise and appropriate $400.00 to be 
divided equally between the two libraries for use towards the 
maintenance of the same. 


Article 12. Voted to appropriate $322.68 refunded from 
the county on account of dog licenses to be shared equally be- 
tween the libraries of the two parishes. 


Article 13. Voted to appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$7,000 from the Surplus Revenue for the purpose of reducing 
the 1952 tax levy, subject to the provisions of the General 
Laws. 


Article 14. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$400.00 to continue the improvement of Glendale Road to the 
North Andover town line. 


Article 15. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 to continue the improvement of Main Street from the 
section completed in 1951 toward West Boxford. 


Article 16. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$75.00 for the further conditioning and upkeep of the Ancient 
Graves in the Boxford Village Cemetery. 


Article 17. Voted to transfer to the Parish of the First 
Church of Boxford a certain parcel of land now known as 
“Common Land” bordered by the property of Frank A. Manny 
and Annette Sawyer Manny on the west, property of the 
Parish of the First Church on the north, and Middleton Road 
on the south and east, for the sum of $1.00 subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen. 
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Article 18. Voted that the sum of $833.79 (eight hundred 
and thirty three dollars and seventy nine cents) be transferred 
from funds of last years School Building Committee to present 
School House Committee. 


Article 19. No action taken. 


Article 20. Voted to install an electric street light in 
front of residence of Oscar O. Anderson on Lake Shore Road. 


Article 21. Voted to adjourn at 11:00 p.m. until 6:30 a.m. 
the next morning for the annual election of officers of the 
town.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The highway program for the year 1952 was as follows: 
Under Chapter 81, the $15,400.00 contributed by the State and 
the $2,800.00 appropriated by the Town to make the State 
contribution available, was spent for the most part in the re- 
surfacing of black-top roads. A short section of Oak Ridge 
Road, which has been in very poor condition for many years, 
was drained, graveled and oiled. The $1,000.00 appropriation 
for Chapter 90 Maintenance, together with the $500.00 from 
the State was used to resurface sections of Main and Wash- 
ington Streets with asphalt. Under Chapter 90 Construction 
the $1,500.00 raised by the Town was matched by the County 
and $3,000.00 was contributed by the State. This $6,000.00 was 
set up for the relocation and reconstruction of a short section 
of Depot Road, a portion of which was partially constructed in 
1952 and the balance of the appropriation is being held over 
to 1953. 


In the summer of 1952 the State rebuilt a section of Endi- 
cott Road in order to complete the overpass for the new high- 
way. In doing this work the southerly end of the bridge over 
Fish Brook was damaged. This was called to the attention of 
the State Commissioner of Public Works, who very gener- 
ously contributed the sum of $5,000.00, half for Boxford and 
the other half for Topsfield, since the brook is the boundary 
between the towns. This money was spent widening and re- 
building the bridge, which makes this in keeping with the 
section built by the State. 


All of the above funds were spent under the supervision 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 


The $1,000.00 apropriated for Main Street was sufficient 
to resurface and black-top approximately 1,500 feet from the 
section done in 1951 to the entrance of the Holgate property. 


Other special appropriations and uses made of highway 
funds were the completion of the Glendale Road project, 
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making this an entirely black-top road. Through the gener- 
osity of Mr. Cassino and Mr. Galloway, a very hazardous 
condition on the westerly side of Elm Street was improved. 
Also, a section of Herrick Road was oiled, the abutting own- 
ers paying for 50% of the cost and the town the balance, and 
similarly a short section of Middleton Road was oiled with 
Mr. McManus paying a portion of this. 


The $200.00 appropriated at the Special Town Meeting 
on October 28, 1952, to gravel the road into the Town Dump 
was spent by the Highway Surveyors and was sufficient to 
make considerable improvement in the approach to the Dump. 


In concluding the report of the highway activities for 
1952, may we add that the newly constructed limited access 
highway has brought considerable benefit financially to the 
town both in splendidly reconstructed town roads which pass 
either under or over this highway, the revenue from taxable 
personal property and the much appreciated cooperation of 
the contractors and engineers with our highway department. 


In October a new oil burning heating unit was installed 
in the Town Hall, replacing the furnace that has been in use 
since the Hall was built. Also, a new dome was made for the 
large furnace used to heat the main hall. : 


Running water has been connected in the kitchen sink 
at the Town Hall and a combination, wood and gas, stove 
presented by the Firemen’s Association replaces the old stove. 
Those using the gas are to reimburse the Firemen’s Association. 


A parking strip was constructed on the northerly side of 
the Town Hall grounds adjacent to Middleton Road. 


The stage at Lincoln Hall was rebuilt and now presents a 
very attractive appearance. This was done at no expense to the 
town except for material. New Venetian blinds to replace the 
old curtains were purchased and installed, the labor and 
half the cost of the blinds being contributed by the West Box- 
ford Grange. 
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We wish to express our appreciation for the splendid co- 
operation of the departments and officials of the town during 
the year.

1, and the proposed sub-division on Titus Lane. 

The members of the Planning Board are keenly conscious 
of the problems attendant to an expanding community. A 
certain amount of expansion seems to be inevitable in Box- 
ford, the problem being how it may best be guided for the 
future welfare of all. The Board is now engaged in study as 
to how this may be accomplished. As soon as concrete recom- 
mendations can be made, they will be presented to the Town.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The number of communicable diseases reported to the 
Board of health in the year 1952 is the smallest in years.

The various towns in the county have continued to hold 
meetings relative to regional health unions and the general 
opinion seems to be that the law is not practical. We quote, 
in part, from Chap. 662 of the Acts of 1949: 


Ke ONNNW OO 


“All municipalities having a population of less than 
thirty-five thousand shall, within ten years of the effective 
date of this act, (Aug. 10, 1949) become voluntarily members 
of such health unions. If, after ten years from said effective 
date, municipalities having a population of less than thirty- 
five thousand are not included voluntarily in such unions, the 
State Department of Public Health, after a public hearing, 
shall include such municipalities in existing or new unions un- 
less such communities are providing minimum health services 
as defined by the Public Health Council.” 


Please note that unless the Act of which the above is a part 
is repealed, the town of Boxford will have to become a part 
of a health district. In view of the very healthy condition of 
the Boxford residents and other regulating circumstances, 
we feel that such districts as are contemplated, are, at present 
unnecessary. 


The dump at the “Carey Place” cellar on Washington 
Street in West Boxford has been permanently discontinued. 


The Town Dump continues to be a problem. The material 
has been bulldozed twice during the year at a cost of $118.00. 
This is not entirely satisfactory to keep the dump in good 
condition and we have considered having it closed except for 
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designated periods with a man there to supervise dumping and 
to burn the rubbish when fire conditions permitted.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Boxford for the period 
from February 14, 1950, the date of the previous audit, to 
December 27, 1951, and submit the following report thereon: 

The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined and 
checked. 

The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office 
were examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were checked with the treasurer’s cash book and with the 
records of departmental payments to the treasurer, while the 
recorded disbursements were checked with the treasury war- 
rants and with the records of payments by the treasurer. 

The appropriations and transfers, as listed from the town 
clerk’s record of town meeting votes, were checked to the ap- 
propriation accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 

An analysis was made of the ledger accounts, the neces- 
sary adjusting entries resulting from the audit were made, a 
trial balance was drawn off proving the accounts to be in 
balance, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, 
was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 27, 1951. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book additions were verified, 
and the recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with 
the records of the departments making payments to the 
treasurer and with the other sources from which money was 
paid to the treasurer. The disbursements by the treasurer were 
compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the dis- 
bursement of town funds and with the accountant’s books. 
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The treasurer’s cash balance on December 27, 1951 was 
proved by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement 
furnished by the bank of deposit and by actual count of cash 
in the office. 


The transactions of the several trust and investment funds 
in the’ custody of the town treasurer and the trustees of the 
Jonathan Tyler Barker Free School Fund were verified, the 
securities and savings bank books representing the investment 
of these funds being personally examined and listed, and the 
income and transfers to the town being proved. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were checked 
with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 
on file. 

The records of tax titles held by the town were examined. 
The additions to the tax title account were checked with the 
tax collector’s records, and the tax title deeds were listed and 
reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger and with the 
records in the Registry of Deeds. 

The deductions from employees’ salaries for federal taxes 
were listed and reconciled with the amounts due and paid to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The taxes outstanding according to the previous 
examination and all subsequent commitments were audited 
and compared with the assesors’ warrants for their collection. 

The recorded collections were compared with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer, the abatements as entered were 
checked with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, 
the taxes transferred to the tax title account were reconciled 
with the records of tax titles held by the town, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved with the accountant’s 
ledger. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked in detail. The records of licenses granted were 
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compared with the records of licenses issued. The recorded 
payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game and to the 
town treasurer were verified. 

The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish 
them were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of licenses and permits issued by the select- 
men, of receipts by the sealer of weights and measures, the 
building inspector, the board of appeal, and the school de- 
partment, as well as of all other departments collecting money 
for the town, were examined, checked, and reconciled with 
the treasurer’s and accountant’s books. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, 
summaries of the tax and departmental accounts, as well as 
tables showing the condition and transactions of the trust 
and investment funds. | 

For the cooperation extended by the several town of- 
ficials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


During the year ending December 31, 1952 the School 
Committee again spent much of its time working as a part 
of the School House Committee toward a solution of the 
school housing problem. On October 28, 1952 at a special town 
meeting the School House Committee made a complete report 
on its findings and proposed several possible methods for 
taking care of the growing school enrollment. At this meeting 
the Town voted to construct at the site of the Aaron Wood 
School four classrooms and a general purpose room, and 
authorized the School House Committee to secure preliminary 
plans and cost estimates of such construction to be presented 
at a subsequent town meeting. 


By means of combining grades it has been possible to 
house our seven grades in the four permanent classrooms of 
the two schools and the temporary Community House class- 
room. With the addition of the eighth grade in September 
1953, however, five rooms will not be sufficient to house all our 
pupils. The construction of additional rooms to house eight 
grades and to provide for the increasing school enrollment ex- 
pected in the next few years is, therefore, urgent. 


In accordance with our policy of the past few years to keep 
pace with other towns in this area, we granted our teachers 
salary increases during the year. 


It is to be noted that all of the regular teachers enrolled 
voluntarily during the Fall in an Art course conducted by our 
Art Supervisor, Mrs. Osman. With this course and other ex- 
tension courses they have completed in the past few years they 
are keeping up with modern educational practices. 


The proposed budget for 1953 results in an estimated in- 
crease of approximately $1700 in net local cost. This is to be 
expected with the increasing enrollment and further in- 
creases will be necessary as enrollment grows in coming 
years. If school construction takes place in 1953, two new 
teachers will be needed in September. Their salaries will be 
offset, however, by a decrease in the tuitioning cost paid to 
Andover.

No major maintenance or repair work was required in 
1952. Minor repairs and routine painting were done as neces- 
sary, and school property is considered to be in good condition. 

We regret to report the death during the Summer of our 
School Physician, Dr. Leroy T. Stokes. Commencing in Septem- 
ber, Dr. Fred J. Nahil of Georgetown was appointed to fill this 
vacancy. 

We take this opportunity to express our appreciation for 
the good work and fine co-operation of our Superintendent of 
School, teachers and supervisors, physician, nurse, school 
custodians, bus drivers and Town officials who have given us 
active support and advice in carrying out the school program. 

We suggest that you give special attention to the follow- 
ing reports dealing with specific aspects of the educational 
program.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


My annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the 
year ending December 31, 1952 is herewith submitted. 

Examination of the enrollment figures for October 1, 1952 
shows an increase over the previous year of 24 pupils, of 
which thirteen were seventh graders who could no longer be 
tuitioned to Andover. The increase in enrollment of the lower 
six grades was ten percent for the one year period ending on 
that date. 

Since the Town of Andover will not accept eighth grade 
pupils from Boxford in September 1953 we will be faced with 
the necessity of educating these boys and girls in the schools of 
Boxford next Fall. Provision for new construction to take care 
of our increasing enrollment is essential this year. It is im- 
perative that the action taken by the Town in causing plans 
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to be made for a building addition be followed by action in 
the nature of construction. 

Boxford was fortunate during 1952 in having no vacancies 
in its teaching staff. The shortage of elementary teachers con- 
tinues and salaries continue to increase at the present time. 
Beginning salaries for inexperienced teachers from many 
Massachusetts communities have risen to $2700 which was the 
maximum paid in Boxford a year ago. Teacher’s salaries in 
Boxford must continue to follow the general upward trend if 
we are to retain competent teachers. 

Educational progress of Boxford pupils shows the results 
of competent teaching. Continued progress on a high level 
requires additional space to insure an organization of classes 
whereby the pupils may profit most from effective teaching. 

Art and Music have continued under the supervision of 
Mrs. Osman and Mr. Nelson. The Nature Study Course furth- 
ered through regular visits by a representative of the Audubon 
Society continues to contribute to the education of our chil- 
dren. 

Our two school buildings have been maintained in excel- 
lent condition. They are well cared for by the custodians. 
Textbooks are in good condition and supplies are adequate. 

In closing, I express my appreciation to all those who have 
cooperated during the past year in furthering the education 
of the boys and girls of Boxford. The encouragement given at 
home and the cooperation of the home with the school are 
valuable aids to progress.

I hereby submit my report as School Nurse for the year 
ending December 1952. 

For the school year, 1952-1953 a new system of physical 
examination was introduced. Due to the passing of a new state 
law each child is entitled to a complete twenty minute examin- 
ation. An invitation was given to each parent to attend the 
school while their child was being examined. This enabled the 
parent to confer with the school physician about the health 
problems pertaining to the individual child. Another alterna- 
tive offered to the parents was the privilege of having their 
children examined by the family physician. 

Because of the lengthy examinations, the only grades 
checked were the first, fourth and seventh. This staggered 
program will be followed every year. 

The school examinations were given by He new school 
physician, Dr. Nahil of Georgetown. 

The pupils of both schools were given Diphtheria-Tetanus 
toxoid during the spring of 1952. At the Gardner Morse School 
twelve pupils received booster shots. Twenty-two pupils re- 
ceived booster shots at the Aaron Wood School.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The cry for economy stemming from the grass roots has at 
last been heard. Our newly elected officers, federal and state, 
apparently will heed the call. Let them look to the conserva- 
tive fiscal policies of towns such as ours for example. 


It is fair to state that by comparison, the year ending 1952 
found our Town in a satisfactory financial condition. 


The Finance Committee is an advisory office on matters of 
finance only. Our judgement must be guided by what is best 
for the Town as a whole. Recently, demands for expenditures 
for various types of fire protection have been heard, especially 
since the total loss by fire of the dwellings of two of our 
citizens. Admittedly, it is difficult to be objective under such 
stressing circumstances. However, it is our opinion that there 
is need for a definite plan for fire protection—especially in 
terms of capital outlays for essential equipment. We suggest 
that a suitable committee be appointed to investigate our 
needs accordingly. 


By the time the Town Report is published, the school 
building issue will have been resolved. All departments have 
been active in this project in response to a clear and strong 
demand for adequate educational facilities. Every citizen 
should be grateful to the members of the School Building 
Committee all of whom have worked long, hard, and patiently.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


A special town meeting of the inhabitants of Boxford 
qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs was called 
in the Town Hall, Boxford on Friday, the twentieth day of 
February, 1953, at 8:00 p.m. The meeting was adjourned 
to the First Congregational Church. 


After a prayer by Rev. Charles Atkins, the warrant was 
read by William J. Greenler, Jr., the moderator. In con- 
sideration of Article I, J. Stuart Haywood, chairman of the 
School house building Committee, explained the preliminary 
plans as submitted by Ashton, Huntress, and Pratt, Archi- 
tects and Engineers, for the construction of four classrooms 
and a general purpose room at the site of the Aaron Wood 
School. Mr. Pratt, of the above firm, was given permission 
by unanimous vote to answer questions by the voters of 
the town. The Planning Board approved the plans by a 
majority vote.

The following action was taken: 


Article I: Voted unanimously that the town approve 
the preliminary plans as submitted by Ashton, Huntress, and 
Pratt for the construction of four classrooms and a general 
purpose room at the site of the Aaron Wood School and to 
proceed with construction in accordance with such plans. 


Article Il: Voted that the town raise and appropriate 
the sum of $146,000.00 for the purpose of constructing a 
school building according to plans and specifications drawn 
by the firm of Ashton, Huntress, and Pratt of Lawrence, on 
land owned by the town or to be acquired out of said sum, 
and for originally equipping and furnishing said building; 
said sum to be raised in the following manner: 


(1) to authorize the treasurer, with the approval of 
the selectmen, to borrow the sum of $130,000 under the 
authority of Chapter 645 of Acts of 1948 and amend- 
ments thereto, and to issue notes of the town therefor, 
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said notes to be payable in accordance with Chapter 44 
of the General Laws, so that the whole loan shall be 
paid in not more than 20 years from the date of issue 
of the first note, and to bear interest at a rate of not 
exceeding 214% per annum; and 

(2) the balance of $16,000 to be raised by transfer 
from one or more of the following accounts, viz: 


(a) Post War Rehabilitation Fund with its accum- 
ulations 

(ob) Town Farm Fund with its accumulations 

(c) Available Surplus Cash ;—the amount to be 
transferred from each source to be determined by 
the Selectmen with the approval of the Finance 
Committee. 


The vote under Article II was conducted by secret 
ballot with the use of check lists and the results were 147 
yes, 82 no, and blank 1. The checkers and tellers were Helen 
F. Hoogerzeil, Baron P. Fryer, Franklin C. Roberts, Jr., 
Nathaniel N. Love, Jr., Clinton French, and Thomas E. Car- 
gill, Jr., assisted by the Town Clerk and the Moderator. 


Article III: Voted unanimously that the town convey 
to Archer N. and Estelle M. French a triangular parcel of 
land fronting on Middleton Rd. 28.92’ by 92.19’ by 84.11’ 
and to acquire from Archer N. and Estelle M. French in ex- 
change therefor a triangular piece of land to the rear there- 
of adjoining the Aaron Wood School property 85.81’ by 
79.44’ by 26.83’ as designated in survey drawn up by Dana 
F, Perkins & Sons dated Feb. 19, 1953 in order to straighten 
out the boundaries of the school property. 


Article IV: Voted unanimously that the town acquire 
land from Mrs. Etta French abutting land now owned by 
Archer French, the boundary to be a straight line continuing 
from adjusted boundary of Archer French as in Article III to 
land of Russell, or whatever extra land is required 
to bring the boundary 25’ from the building as required by 
the Zoning Law. 
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As an amendment to the above it was first voted that 
the cost of the above acquisition be paid out of the appro- 
priation made in Article 2.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
March 11, 1953 


A special town meeting of the inhabitants of Boxford 
duly qualified to vote in elections and town affairs was 
called in Lincoln Hall, West Boxford at 8:00 p.m. on March 
11, 1953. After a moment of silent prayer, Moderator Wil- 
liam J. Greenler, Jr., read the warrant, The following action 
was taken: 


Article 1. Voted unanimously that the vote under 
Article 2 of the special Town Meeting of Feb. 20, 1953 be 
amended by striking out clause numbered (2) thereof, 
relating to the transfer of $16,000, and substituting there- 
for the following: (2) that the balance of $16,000.00 be 
transferred and appropriated from available free cash. 


A motion to amend the original motion by taking 
$7,500.00 from Town Farm Fund instead of Post War Re- 
habilitation Fund and $8,500.00 from available free cash 
was defeated, and the final vote was a second amendment 
to the original motion. The original motion called for $7,500 
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from the Post War Rehabilitation Fund ‘and the other 
$8,500 from available free cash. 


Article 2. The following resolution was unanimously 
voted: 


Resolved that it be declared to be the sense of this 
meeting that under the vote taken under Article 10 of the 
annual Town Meeting of March 2, 1953, that the selectmen 
appoint a committee to determine the equipment necessary 
and its cost, to provide West Boxford with equal fire pro- 
tection services to that of East Boxford and Boxford Village; 
and thereby reduce the fire insurance rates of West Boxford 
to that of East Boxford and Boxford Village by the most 
practical and economical means, and further that said com- 
mittee report its findings to the people not later than May 
31, 1953 for further action, and further, 


That said committee be composed of five members: two 
members from the fire department, one from each end of 
town; the other three members to be citizens at large, two 
of whom shall reside in West Boxford. 

The meeting was adjourned at 8:45 p.m.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
December 11, 1953 


A special Town Meeting of the inhabitants of Boxford 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs was held in 
Lincoln Hall, West Boxford, at 8:00 p.m. on Dec. 11, 1953. 
The meeting was called to order by William J. Greenler, 
Jr., the moderator. After a prayer by the Rev. William O. 
Hoover of the 2nd Congregational Church, the following 
action was taken: 


Article 1. Voted to appropriate from Surplus Revenue 
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the sum of $1700.00 to meet the state allotment for high- 
ways, said money when reimbursed to be credited to Sur- 
plus Revenue. 


Article 2. Voted to make the following transfers to 
the School appropriations, viz: $1,000.00 from Board of 
Health. $500.00 from Disability Assistance, $75.00 from 
Vocational Education, and $25.00 from Public Grounds. 


Article 3. Voted to transfer $200.00 from Interest 
on Loans to Public Welfare. 


Article 4. Voted to amend the following by-law 
adopted at the Town Meeting of March 5, 1928 and approv- 
ed by the Attorney General July 9, 1928: “Whoever being 
the owner or keeper of a hound dog shall permit it to run 
without chain or leash at any time between one half hour 
after sunset and one half hour before sunrise on property 
not owned or occupied by said owner or keeper shall be 
punished by a fine of ten dollars.” by adding the following: 


“The Selectmen are herewith authorized to issue 
licenses to use dogs at any time of day or night, in 
trailing and securing iany ‘animal ‘which has been 
molesting crops, poultry, or livestock.”’ 


A hand vote showed 69 yes, 2 nu. 


Article 5. The following amendments to the zoning 
by-law were adopted as follows: Voted 55 yes, 0 no, to 
add to “‘E”’ in section ” the following sentence: “‘ “Street Line’ 
shall mean the boundary of the right of way, laid out as a 
public way, or as a private way open to public use, as the 
case may be.” 


Voted 53 yes, none opposed, to add to ‘“F”’ in section 
II the following: “The description of a lot set forth in an 
application shall not be changed in any future application 
unless such future application conforms to this by-law, and 
no new description including part of an old lot shall be 
permitted unless the remaining part of the old lot shall 
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conform to the yard and area regulations of this by-law.” 


Voted unanimously to amend section VIII by adding a 
new subsection 10A as follows: “Trailers and other movable 
structures shall not be occupied as dwellings; except that 
for reasons of necessity or hardship, the Board of Appeals, 
after public notice and a hearing, may grant temporary 
occupancy permits for such structures for dwelling pur- 
poses for not more than one year at a time in any part 
of town.” 


Voted 56 yes, 2 no, to amend section IX by striking 
out subsection 2A and substituting aS follows: “In case of 
damage as set forth in the foregoing article, a building may 
be repaired or a building of the same type or of a type 
not deemed more detrimental to the surrounding property 
or the general welfare may be rebuilt on the same location 
upon the special permit of the Board of Appeals.” 


Voted 56 yes, none opposed, to amend section IX by 
adding a new subsection 8C as follows: “After public hear- 
ing the Board of Appeals may permit any building not con- 
forming to the yard and area regulations of Section XI to 
be replaced on the same location with another building if 
it finds that such other building is not more detrimental to 
the surrounding property or the general welfare and that 
considerations of lot size, location of cellar holes, ‘or other 
considerations of practical economy make such replacement 
desirable.” 


Voted 58 yes, 2 no, to amend Section XI, subsection 1, 
by striking out “‘thirty feet’ in each instance and substitut- 
ing “fifty feet’ so as to read: “1. Front yards. No building 
shall be built or placed within fifty (50) feet of the street 
line, except that no building need be set back more than the 
average set back of the buildings on the lots on either 
side, a vacant lot or lot occupied by a building set back more 
than fifty feet being counted ‘as though occupied by a build- 
ing set back fifty feet; except an accessory building or 
private garage may be built closer than fifty feet from the 
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street line under special permit of the Board of Appeals 
when they deem it not detrimental to the surrounding prop- 
erty, nor injurious to public welfare.” 


Voted to pass over the proposed changes in “rear yards” 
and “side yards” in sub-section 2 and 3 of Section XI. 


Voted 54 yes, 4 no, to amend sub-section 4 of Section 
XI by striking out ‘one half acre” and substituting “one 
acre’”’ and striking out “150 feet frontage” and substituting 
“200 feet frontage” so as to read: “Land laid out after the 
adoption of these by-laws shall provide for each dwelling 
of the following minimum lot areas and dimensions: For a 
one family dwelling, not under one acre and at least two hun- 
dred feet frontage, said house not to occupy more than 
twenty percent (20%) of the area.” 


Voted 53 yes, none opposed, to amend Section XI by 
adding a new sub-section 7 as follows: “7. Street Width. No 
streets hereafter laid out for public use, in accordance with 
the Sub-division Control Law, shall be less than fifty feet 
in width. No permit shall hereafter be granted for the 
erection of a building on a lot not fronting on a street 
unless a right of way shall be laid out at least fifty feet 
in width and plans therefor filed with the Planning Board, 
and such a right of way shall thereafter be considered as 
a street for the purposes of this by-law.” 


Voted unanimously to amend Section XI by adding a 
new subsection as follows: “‘8. Any street laid out so as not 
to connect two existing streets shall provide a loop for ade- 
quate turning space for town vehicles.”’ 


Voted unanimously to change heading of last para- 
graph in Section XII from “K” to '11’’. 


Voted unanimously to add a new subsection 12 to 
Section XII to read as follows: ‘12. Wherever proceedings 
under this by-law require the giving of notice by publication 
in a newspaper, mailing, or service by a civil officer, the costs 
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thereof shall be borne by the applicant; and the Board of 
Appeals shall require the estimated costs to be advanced 
by him’’. 


Voted unanimously that the above amendments shall 
not apply to land included in a plan of a subdivision approved 
by the Planning Board prior to the adoption of these amend- 
ments. 


The votes in this article were taken by hand where 
figures are given, and were taken by voice when designated 
unanimous. The meeting followed the recommendations of 
the Planning Board in each case except Section XII, subsec- 
tion 12, where “shall’’ was substituted for “‘may’’. 


Article 6. Voted unanimously that the present Zoning 
Board of Appeals be constituted as the Appeal Board under 
the Subdivision Control Law, so called, as!iamended by Acts 
of 1953, Chapter 674. 


Voted unanimously “that the Planning Board as now 
constituted, consisting of seven members holding office for 
terms of five years as heretofore elected, shall be and con- 
tinue to act as a Planning Board under the ‘Subdivision 
Control Law’ as amended by Chapter 674 of the Acts of 
1958; and that all actions and votes of the Planning Board 
heretofore be ratified and confirmed in so far as it is within 
the power of this meeting to do so.” 


Article 7. Voted unanimously to allow Mr. Earl Smith, 
an attorney from Marblehead, to address the meeting. Mr. 
Smith and five associates have purchased the Hooper Farm 
on Bald Hill with the intention of leasing the property to a 
club whose activities would include a skating rink, tennis 
courts, and possibly riding stables, and a ski slope. In the 
course of his remarks, Mr. Smith stated that the group 
would ask the Board of Appeals for a special permit to con- 
duct the club unless the feeling in the town was definitely 
hostile. After an outline of the project, he answered numer- 
ous questions from the floor. 
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Voted to adjourn the meeting at 10:15 p.m.

This total assessed value divided into the Tax Levy gave 
a tax rate of $48.00, which made a tax on personal property

The Motor Vehicle and Trailer Excise Tax on 715 
vehicles valued at $358,610.00 at the state-wide rate of 
$50.42 yielded $14,805.66.

“REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


The disbursement of highway funds for 1953 were as 
follows: Under Chapter 81 the sum of $18,200.00 was awail- 
able. Of this amount approximately $11,000.00 was used to 
resurface black-top roads. Substantial sections of Valley, 
Spofford, Rowley, Bare Hill and Mill Roads were graveled. 
Lake Shore Road from the residence of Oscar O. Anderson 
to the Groveland Line was re-surfaced with gravel and oiled 
so that the entire length of this road is now black-top. 

Two hazardous outcrops of ledge on Main St. were 
dynamited to add width to the road. These improvements 
together with the usual guard rail maintenance, bush cut- 
ting and drainage account for the remainder of Chapter 
81 funds. 
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The $1,000.00 appropriation for Main Street, was 
sufficient to continue the hard surfaced road to the junction 
of Main Street and Foster Street. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance money was used to surface 
various sections of our main roads with asphalt. The balance 
of the 1952 Chapter 90 construction money, $3,868.36 to- 
gether with $8,000.00 supplied by the State, County and 
Town for 1953 was used to continue the improvement of 
Depot Road. 


A section of Elm St. in front of the residence of Charles 
L. Cotton was widened to improve parking conditions. 


The area adjacent to Lincoln Hall was given a coat of 
hot top. We have had several conferences with the State 
Dept. of Public Works about various complaints and con- 
ditions that have come up during the year, relative to the 
new Route 1. 


Besides settling some minor difficulties, as a result, we 
were able to get a 100% State grant of $800.00 for re- 
surfacing a section of Bare Hill Road. Also some warning 
and directional signs at various important points. 


Owing to the addition of various electrically operated 
equipment the system in Lincoln Hall which was installed 
when the building was constructed has proved inadequate 
to carry the load. The building has been re-wired and a 
certificate of approval issued. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank the various town de- 
partments for their cooperation.

The library is open for the distribution of books from 
2:30 to 5:30 every Thursday and Saturday afternoon. 


There is confusion today in the minds of many people 
about the proper methods of combatting the growth of sub- 
versive thinking. A particular portion of the debate concerns 
the type of materials to be included in library collections. 
The procedure of attempting to exclude all materials alleged 
to be subversive could lead to harmful abuses. 


To help keep library collections free from both sup- 
pression or misuse, The Massachusetts Library Trustees 
Association has recently adopted a statement of principles 
concerning the development of library collections. It states 
in general terms what should govern book selections. 


The Trustees of the Boxford Public Library, in com- 
pany with the trustees of other libraries of the Common- 
wealth, have adopted these principles as follows: 


1. Books and other library materials should be select- 
ed for inclusion in library collections for the information, en- 
lightenment, and interest of the people of the community as 
a whole. Library materials should never be added or omitted 
because of the desires of any single individual or group to the 
exclusion of the interests of the rest. 


2. There should be the fullest practicable provision 
of library materials to present all points of view about the 
problems and issues whether of the past, the present, or the 
future, and whether local, national, or international. Libra- 
ries do not advocate the ideas found in their collections. The 
presence of an item, whether magazine or book or other 
library material, in a library does not indicate an endorse- 
ment of its contents by the library. 
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3. Library materials which are authoritative should 
not be proscribed or removed from library shelves because 
of partisan or doctrinal disapproval. In no case should any 
item be excluded because of the race, or the nationality, or 
the political or religious views, of the writer. Particularly 
must libraries resist any and all attempts to abridge the full 
access to ideas, the full freedom of information, and the 
full freedom of expression that are the tradition and heritage 
of citizens of the United States. 


4. Public libraries in particular, while adhering un- 
equivocally to the right of the people to full freedom of 
information, have a responsibility to make certain that the 
materials in their custody are not misused to the injury 
of either the people or the nation. The best procedure against 
misuse of library materials is not to suppress the materials, 
but to counter the misuse of them by an honest and complete 
presentation of all sides of the question at issue.

You will be interested also to know that the low bidder 
on the contract was Mr. Louis McAloon whose father was 
contractor for the Aaron Wood School when it was built 
in 1930. We have all kept a close watch on the construction 
and feel that we are getting a well built and lasting schiool. 


We have been working under a tight budget and have 
managed to keep costs within the original appropriation and 
we sincerely hope we can complete the work as anticipated. 
The original estimated completion date was set for January 
4, 1954. By the time this report reaches you the school should 
be in full operation. 


In view of the building construction now going on and 
contemplated in Boxford we feel that Boxford was indeed 
foresighted in erecting this modern school at an appropriate 
and opportune time. 
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We have had many comments from both Boxford and 
out-of-town people inspecting the school that lead us to 
believe that the town is getting a lot of school for the money 
invested. 


We expect to be able to accept the completed school 
from the contractor in February and turn it over to the 
School Committee. 


We wish to express our thanks to all of you who helped 
on this worthwhile project. We also wish that it be put 
into the town records that it was the generous gifts of land 
from Mr. and Mrs. Winthrop Haynes and Mrs. Etta French 
that made it possible for us to erect the school on its present 
site.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Boxford for the period from 
December 28, 1951, the diate of the previous examination, 
to August 11, 1953, the following report being submitted 
thereon: 


An examination and verification was made of the 
recorded financial transactions of the town, as shown on the 
books of the departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded, 
were compared with the departmental records of payments 
to the treasurer and with the treasurer’s cash book, while 
the recorded payments were checked with the treasury 
warrants and with the treasurer’s record of disbursements. 


The appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations, 
as recorded on the ledgers, were compared with the town 
clerk’s record of financial votes passed by the town meetings. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance 
sheet, showing the financial condition of the town on August 
11, 1953, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash book was added 
throughout for the period of the audit, the receipts being 
analyzed and compared with the departmental records of 
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payments to the treasurer, with other sources from which 
the town received money, and with the town accountant’s 
books. The recorded payments were checked with the ap- 
proved warrants authorizing the disbursements of town 
funds. 


The cash balance on August 11, 1953 was verified by 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnish- 
ed by the banks in which town money is deposited and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the 
investment of the trust and investment funds in the custody 
of the town treasurer and in the custody of the trustees of 
the Jonathan Tyler Barker Free School Fund were examined 
and listed. The transfers of the town were verified, and the 
income of the several funds was proved. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal 
taxes were checked and reconciled with the treasurer’s and 
the accountant’s books. 


The assessors’ records of abatements granted were 
reconciled with the collector’s books and with the account- 
ant’s ledger. The assessors’ warrants for the commitment of 
taxes, motor vehicle and trailer excise, and special taxes were 
examined and checked with the detailed lists, while the 
recapitulation sheets for 1952 and 1953 taxes were examin- 
ed and all computations verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The commitments of poll, 
personal property, and real estate taxes, motor vehicle and 
trailer excise, and special taxes were proved to the asses- 
sors’ warrants issued for their collection. The receipts, as 
entered, were checked with the treasurer’s and the ac- 
countant’s books, the abatements were checked with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and proved. 
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It is urged that action be taken to secure a prompt 
settlement of the delinquent accounts. 


Further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the board of selectmen and of 
the town clerk were examined and checked. The records of 
licenses granted were checked with the applications and 
duplicate stubs on file, and the recorded receipts were com- 
pared with the payments to the State and to the town 
treasurer. 


- The surety bonds furnished by the several officials of the 
town for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts by the sealer of weights and 
measures, the inspector of buildings, and the school depart- 
ment, as well as of all other departments collecting money 
for the town, were examined and checked, the recorded 
payments to the treasurer being compared with the treas- 
urer’s and the accountant’s books. , 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s, 
tax collector’s, and town clerk’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, motor vehicle and trailer excise, tax title, and depart- 
mental accounts, as well as tables showing the condition 
and transactions of the trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was re- 
ceived from all town officials, for which, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The year 1953 was highlighted by the town’s approval 
at a special town meeting in February of plans for new 
school construction at the site of the Aaron Wood School 
and its appropriation of $146,000 for this purpose. Construc- 
tion of the new building was begun in May and completion 
is expected early in 1954. 


With the return of the eighth grade to the town in 
September it was necessary to provide an additional class- 
room at the start of the current school year. As a tempor- 
ary measure, the west end of the basement of the Gardner 
Morse School was partitioned off and converted at a cost 
of approximately $1750 into ian attractive classroom which 
has been occupied by the fifth grade. Although it was 
provided for temporary occupancy until the new building 
is completed, this room will continue to serve a useful pur- 
pose as a lunch room for the pupils occupying the regular 
classrooms upstairs, and as:a temporary classroom if ever 
needed again in the future. Furthermore, it will be available, 
under the school committee’s regulation, to civic organ- 
izations which may wish to use it as a meeting place. 

With the provision of new school facilities early in 1954, 
the Community House will be vacated and the Aaron Wood 
School will be closed for the balance of the school year as an 
economy measure. The latter building will be re-opened in 
September when increased school enrollment will require its 
use. 


It is interesting to note that the anticipated enrollment 
of 153 pupils in September was actually 164 at the time 
school opened. 


Our teaching staff was augmented in September by the 
appointment of Mr. Chester Parker who has been acting 
as principal and teaching on a departmental basis in the 
three upper grades. Otherwise, our regular teaching staff 
has remained unchanged. Mr. Monte Nelson, music super- 
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visor, resigned in June but has been ably replaced by Mrs. 
Marcia Tatarunis. 


Our school buildings have been kept in good condition 
and repair and maintenance work done as necessary. It is 
expected, however, that in 1954 a new water storage tank 
will have to replace the present one in the Aaron Wood 
School which is showing signs of constant use since the 
building was erected. 


You will note that the proposed budget for 1954 is 
approximately 30% higher than that of a year ago. This 
is due to several factors: (1) substantially higher tuition 
rates charged by Andover and Topsfield, beginning January 
1, 1954, and anticipated by North Andover in September; 
(2) an enlarged faculty in our own school system because 
of the increasing number of pupils; (3) additional building 
space to be heated, lighted and cared for with the comple- 
tion of our new building. 


Despite our efforts to keep the school budget as low 
as possible, we must face the fact that our school population 
is growing, and that the over-all cost of educating our 
children is becoming greater as the town grows. 


We express our appreciation at this time for the fine 
co-operation we have had from all persons connected with 
and interested in the schools. 


We call your attention to the reports which follow, giv- 
ing specific information in regard to various ‘aspects of the 
educational program.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


The enrollment of the Boxford schools continues to 
increase as anticipated. With the return of eighth grade 
pupils to Boxford, the new classroom in the basement of the 
Morse School has provided a temporary classroom required 
to meet the immediate situation. 


Construction of the new school in Boxford Village 
should meet the needs of the town for several years. The 
new building provides for the first time in Boxford appro- 
priate facilities for a physical education program and as- 
sembly. The new all-purpose room should be an asset to 
the community as well as the school itself. 


As a school system grows, we should look to increased 
opportunities for our pupils and not just classroom space. 
We should look for increased benefits through both organ- 
ization and program of studies. The new school provides four 
classrooms plus additional space which may quite econo- 
mically be converted to two additional classrooms. A grow- 
ing school population will eventually mean that we will 
have one grade per room in addition to the advantages 
derived from the all-purpose room. I look forward to a 
hot lunch program and the introduction of Household Arts 
for girls in grades seven and eight. Industrial Arts for boys 
of these grades should also be a part of the program. 


Increased program offerings to our pupils requires that 
we increase the length of our school day and that we depart- 
mentalize our upper grades in order to obtain teachers with 
special training for such subjects as Industrial Arts and 
Household Arts. It is possible, however, that part time in- 
structors may be procured for the special subjects just as 
is the case in Music and Art. 


The school day in Boxford is a short day. Use of the 
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same buses for both High School and Elementary transpor- 
tation seems always to have been the determining factor 
in governing the length of the schoo] day. I recommend 
that an effort be made to extend the school day in September 
1954 even though it requires more extensive transportation. 


The progress of our pupils in school continues on a high 
level. The record of pupils attending High School in both 
Andover and Topsfield indicates their elementary school 
background has been adequate. Test results of elementary 
school pupils shows that the median pupil in our grades is 
well above grade level but ‘also indicates to me that organiz- 
ation which results in thirty or more pupils in a room with 
two grades, is not beneficial to the pupils. 


The teaching staff of our Boxford schools consists of 
a capable group of experienced teachers who understand 
boys and girls and who strive toward the educational pro- 
gress of the pupils. Educational progress without attention 
to the development of good citizen qualities is not enough. 
Our teachers are interested in the individual child and these 
qualities of honesty, industry and cooperation which make 
good citizenship. 


New members of the teaching staff in the Boxford 
public schools during 1954 include Mr. Chester Parker, a 
Bates graduate with considerable experience in High School 
and Elementary grades who shares the teaching of grades 
6, 7 and 8 with Mrs. MacPherson, and Mrs. Tatarunis of 
Lowell Teachers College who was elected Music Supervisor 
on a one day a week basis to succeed Mr. Nelson who re- 
signed at the close of the school year in June, 


In closing this report I express my appreciation to the 
teachers, custodians, pupils, parents, citizens, school com- 
mittee members and other town officials for their cooperation 
during the past year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Music for 
the year ending December 31, 1958. 


During the past year, the classroom teachers and I have 
been attempting to provide each child with an opportunity 
to know, to understand and to love music in as many forms 
as possible. Those areas of experience which were covered 
are as follows: 


Singing: This area includes instruction in the correct 
use of the voice so that each child will sing with as pleasing 
and correct tone quality as possible. The development of a 
repertoire of interesting as well as musically significant songs 
which may help in the growth and development of the 
whole child also received major emphasis. 


Listening: Records of vocal and instrumental music 
were presented to all children. 


Rhythmic Response: To increase rhythmic understand- 
ing the children march, clap their hands and sway to music. 
Folk dances, rhythm band and singing games are also part of 
the program. 


Creating: Dramatization of songs, original songs and 
poems are encouraged. Children ‘are motivated to draw pic- 
tures inspired by records and favorite songs. 


Music Reading: The reading readiness program is begun 
in the second grade and actual music reading is attempted 
during the latter part of the third year if the children show 
that they are ready. In the fifth grade two-part music is 
introduced and in the sixth grade, three-part music. 


Aaron Wood School: Mrs. MacPherson, the children of 
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grades seven and eight and I are very pleased with our new 
set of music books — American Singer, Book VII. 


We were delighted upon receiving a gift of over forty 
of the finest record albums available, presented to the school 
by Mr. Jack Breed, a resident of Boxford. 


I am grateful for your help and for the cooperation of 
all those with whom I have worked. I also would like to 
mention the very fine work carried on in music by the class- 
room teachers, for without their help it would be impossible 
to organize a successful program of music education.

To the Superintendent of Schools and the members of the 
School Committee of the Town of Boxford: 


We hereby submit our report as School Physician and 
Nurse for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


The physical examinations for the lst, 4th and 7th 
grades were completed in October with the only defects 
noted being cavities of the teeth. One pupil with a congenital 
heart has had a satisfactory operation and is able to carry 
on with school work ‘and activities. 


Pre-School Clinic: In May of this year the first pre- 
school clinic was conducted. The response was gratifying 
with eight first graders being present, accompanied by their 
mothers. A complete physical examination was given each 
child, with advice from the doctor to the parent concerning 
any known defect. 


Immunization: A total of 61 pupils were immunized in 
March with Diphtheria-tetanus toxoid. 


Eye Examinations: The annual eye examinations re- 
vealed six children with defective eye sight. These students, 
with the prompt cooperation of parents, received imme- 
diate attention.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time, in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1954, 


and to issue a note or notes therefor, paying within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period 


of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44 of the General Laws. 


Article 7. To allow bills of charge and to raise and 
appropriate money for paying the same. 


Article 8. To see what compensation the town will vote 
to pay for the labor in the several departments for the en- 
suing year. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Assessors to use such free cash in the Treasury as they 
deem best for the purpose of reducing the tax rate for the 
current year. 


Article 10. To hear and act on the report of the com- 
mittee relative to fire protection appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen by direction of the town at the last annual town 
meeting, and to raise and appropriate money or to take any 
other action. 


Article 11. To appropriate $316.29 refunded from the 
County on account of dog licenses for libraries or schools. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to continue the improve- 
ment of Main Street from the section completed in 1953 to- 
ward West Boxford, or take any action in the matter. 
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Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for the improvement of 
Depot Road; said money to be used in conjunction with any 
money allotted by the State or County, or both, for this 
purpose under the provisions of Chapter 90, or take any 
action in the matter. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to acquire by 
deed or lease a portion of the land owned by the Boxford 
Boy Scouts, Inc. for the purpose of storing town vehicles and, 
if necessary, building a town garage and to raise and appro- 
priate any necessary amount of money therefor. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $500.00 to be divided equally between the two 
libraries for the use towards the maintenance of the same, 
or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 to help meet the cost of 
modernizing the antiquated heating system in the West 
Boxford Public Library. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to provide paid 
vacations for town employees whi have worked twelve full 
months or more, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to erect a 
suitable fence on the line between the property of Mrs. 
Beatrice Wheeler and the Gardner Morse School grounds; 
also to renew the fence between the property of Mr. A. A. 
Auger and the Gardner Morse School grounds, and to raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 


Article 19. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


You are hereby ordered to notify and warn said quali- 
fied voters to meet in Town Hall, Boxford, on Tuesday, March 
2nd next for the following purposes, viz: To choose by bal- 
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lot the following Town Officers for the ensuing year: Moder- 
ator, Selectman for three years, Assessor of Tiaxes for three 
years, Collector of Taxes, Constable, East Parish ; Constable, 
West Parish; Highway Surveyor, East Parish; Highway 
Surveyor, West Parish; one member of the School Commit- 
tee for three years, one member of the School Committee 
for one year, one member of the Board of Health for three 
years, Tree Warden, one year, one member of the Planning 
Board for five years.
